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MINUTES OF THE THIRD HOUSE OF ASSEMBLY OF 
VANCOUVER ISLAND—FIRST SESSION 


Wednesday, the 2nd day of September, 1863 





The House met at 1. P. M. in accordance with the Proclamation of His 
Excellency the Governor. ! 


Clerk of the House having called over the names of the Members elected to 
serve in Parliament for the various Districts of the Colony, His Honour the 
Chief Justice said, 

Gentlemen, I have the honor to inform you that, in virtue of my Office of 
Chief Justice, I have been authorised, and empowered by His Excellency The 
Governor, to acquaint both Houses that, as soon as the Members of both 
bodies shall be sworn, His Excellency will declare the cause of his calling this 
Parliament. 

And it being necessary that a Speaker of The House of Assembly should 
be first chosen, You, Gentlemen, of the House of Assembly, will proceed 
to the appointment of a proper person to be your Speaker, and you will 
present such person whom you shall so choose, for His Excellency’s approba- 
tion, on the day following his Election at 1. o’Clock. 


The House then proceeded to elect a Speaker. 


Colonel Foster, after alluding to his past services, and dwelling on his 
great Parliamentary experience, proposed Dr. Helmcken. 

Mr. Young seconded—and, On the motion being put by the Clerk of the 
House, Dr. Helmcken was elected unanimously Speaker of the House; and 
having taken his seat, Addressed the House amidst great applause, thanking 
it for the honor it had conferred on him; and adjourned the House to One 
o’Clock P. M. tomorrow. 











Thursday, the 3rd day of September, 1863

The Speaker elect, Dr. Helmcken, accompanied by a Deputation of Members 
proceeded to Government House, and was presented to His Excellency the 
Governor who was graciously pleased to express his entire approval of his 
election as Speaker of the House. 


On returning to the House Mr. Speaker took the Oath, and subscribed the 
appointed declarations in which he was followed by all the Members present; 
and, at two Oclock, His Excellency, who was attended by his suite, entered 
the chamber, and in a clear voice spoke as follows: 


Honorable Gentlemen of the Legislative Council, & Gentlemen of the Legislative 
Assembly: 

In opening the Third General Assembly of Vancouver Island, I have great 
pleasure in observing that among the events of national importance which have 
marked the period since the last meeting of Parliament, none have excited a more 
general degree of public interest than the marriage of His Royal Highness the 
Prince of Wales: that event has called forth expressions of the warmest sympathy 
and attachment from every part of the Empire, and I regret that you have not had 
an opportunity since that auspicious occasion, so intimately connected with the 
happiness of our Sovereign, and her family, of manifesting in your public char- 
acter, the loyalty and devotion of this Colony. 

I shall soon lay before you a copy of a communication which I lately received 
from Her Majesty’s principal Secretary of State for the Colonies, containing 
proposals on the part of the Atlantic, and Pacific Transit, and Telegraph Com- 
panies, for establishing Telegraphic, and Postal communication between British 
Columbia and the head of Lake Superior, and also of the answer returned by Her 
Majesty’s Government to these proposals. 

By this contemplated arrangement it is proposed that Canada, British Colum- 
bia, and Vancouver’s Island, should guarantee to the Company a profit on capital 
expended at the rate of not less than four per cent, nor more than five per cent. 
per annum, it being, however provided, that the total annual payment to be made 
by Vancouver Island, and British Columbia, jointly, shall in no case exceed the 
sum of £12,500 to be borne, if necessary, by the respective colonies, as may be 
agreed upon. 

I have to recommend this project to your favorable attention, as the condi- 
tions are not unreasonable considering the magnitude of the undertaking and 
the advantages which this Colony will reap from the faithful execution of the 
enterprise. 

Before concluding any arrangement on the terms proposed it should, however, 
be stipulated as an express condition of the guarantee that the Telegraph and 
Postal communication shall be extended to Vancouver Island. 

I will also cause to be laid before you a dispatch containing the decision of Her 
Majesty’s Government with reference to the form of government to be adopted in the 
colonies of British Columbia and Vancouver Island—a measure which will be carried 
into effect, and the colonies be placed under different Governors so soon as the 
proper financial arrangements are made for the permanent support of the Govern- 
ment. 


* The following note appears in the margin next to Pidwell’s name: “Unseated on Petition, 
G. E. Dennes.” See minutes for Monday, 12 October 1863. 
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Her Majesty’s Government are of opinion that a permanent Act of the Legis- 
lature should be passed securing to the principal officers of the Colony salaries at 
the rates suggested in the aforesaid despatch; and, also that the initiation of all 
money votes should be secured to the Government. 

When this is done Her Majesty’s Government will be prepared to hold the 
Crown Revenue of Vancouver Island at the disposal of the Legislature of the 
Colony, retaining only such temporary power over the land as will enable Her 
Majesty’s Government to close its transactions with Hudson Bay Company. When 
this is effected, Her Majesty’s Government will be ready to transfer the management 
of the Revenue to the Colonial Legislature. 

In concluding this subject I desire to call the attention of the Legislature to the 
opinion so impressively given in this despatch by the able statesman at the head 
of the Colonial Department in favor of a union of the Colonies under one Govern- 
ment, an opinion which comes with the weight of a wide experience in the workings 
of Colonial Institutions, and which will, I trust, exercise a due influence in your 
deliberations. 

I have great satisfaction in stating that the native Indian tribes continue to 
evince a friendly disposition, and that nothing has occured to disturb the peace of 
the outlying settlements, which will be protected by the occasional visits of Her 
Majesty’s ships. 

I have to congratulate you, Gentlemen, on the state of the public revenue for 
the half year ending the 30th June last. You will observe by the return which will 
be laid before you, a remarkable increase for that period, representing a sum more 
than equal to the whole amount of revenue collected for the corresponding six 
months of the year 1862. 

The half yearly Reports from the Treasurer and Harbor Master, which I have 
had prepared for your information, will exhibit that and other facts connected with 
the trade and financial condition of the Colony. 


Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly :— 


I will cause to be prepared, and in due time submitted to you the Estimates 
for the year 1864, and in the mean time I have to call your attention to the im- 
portance of continuing the improvement of the Public Roads as recommended by 
the road commissioners, and of providing for the exploration of certain Districts, 
where valuable minerals are believed to exist. 

Assistance will be asked for carrying these objects into effect, and also for 
establishing elementary schools in the country districts where the settlers have at 
present no means of educating their children. This latter object will not involve 
a present outlay of more than a few hundred pounds, to aid in the erection of school 
houses and of suitable residences of their teachers. The salaries of the teachers 
may be provided for, as required, in the annual Estimates. 


Honorable Gentlemen of the Legislative Council, & Gentlemen of the Legislative 
Assembly 


A Bill for restraining the issue of Writs of Capias in the case of actions accru- 
ing in a Foreign Jurisdiction, unless the defendant has been resident in the Colony 
for a term of 30 days; and also a Bill to alter and amend the Act for Incorporating 
the Town of Victoria, and Bill to facilitate the collection of Small Debts, and to 
reduce the costs, and modify the present procedures will, with other matters, be 
introduced and submitted in the course of the session for your consideration. 

It being desirable that the Fire Department of Victoria should be placed under 
the control of the Mayor and Corporation, and that members of this institution 
should, in consideration of their valuable and efficient services, be exempted from 
doing duty on juries, measures having these objects in view will be submitted to you. 

In the settlement of all these matters for the prosperity and happiness of the 
Colony much must depend upon your wisdom and foresight, and, in conclusion, 
I can but express the fervent hope that the blessings of the Almighty may ever rest 
upon your labors. 


His Excellency then took his leave, and His Honor David Cameron, Esquire, 
Chief Justice, declared the House duly opened. 


The Governor’s speech was listened to with profound attention. 
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The Speaker then took the Chair, Mr. De Cosmos read pro forma a Bill entitled 
an Act to promote the security of Vessels entering the Harbor of Victoria. 


Mr. Ridge moved, and Mr. Duncan seconded, that the House adjourn to 3 o’clock 
tomorrow, to consider the reply to the Governor’s Speech. 
Motion carried, and House adjourned accordingly.

The House fully appreciates the great importance of the topics alluded to, 
and the measures suggested in the Speech of Your Excellency, and beg to say, 
that they will devote their earliest and best attention to their consideration—as 
soon as they are put in possession of the requisite data to enable them to do so.

To His Excellency Sir James Douglas, K. C. B. Governor of Vancouver Island 
&e. &e. &e. 


We the Loyal and faithful Subjects of Her Majesty, the Members of the Legis- 
lative Assembly of Vancouver Island in Parliament assembled humbly beg to repre- 
sent to Your Excellency. 

That there does not exist any connecting medium either between the Executive 
and the Legislature or between the Legislative Council and Assembly and that owing 
to this isolated condition of the various parts of the Government the views and 
opinions severally entertained by each are mutually unknown; misunderstanding is 
engendered, fostered and encouraged; much inconvenience as well in the passing of 
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Bills as other matters, experienced; public business delayed; and a responsibility as 
unnecessary as unusual thrust upon Her Majesty’s representative. 

The House is humbly of opinion that this unsatisfactory condition requires to 
be and may be remedied by the Appointment of a Member of the Legislature to 
represent the Government and that in order to unite its now isolated parts and to 
induce consentaneous Action The House would respectfully suggest that the person 
appointed, if selected from the Legislative Assembly should choose two Members 
from the same body and two from the Legislative Council, and that they should 
constitute a Ministerial Council. 

In the event, however, of the person selected being a Member of the Legislative 
Council he should choose three Members from the Assembly and one only from the 
Legislative Council. 

The duty of such Council shall be to represent the necessities of the Country 
and advise with Her Majesty’s Representative (and when necessary or advisable, 
with the Executive Council) in order to devise such measures as may be deemed 
expedient to meet the same; introduce and explain them and assist and urge their 
passage through both branches of the Legislature. 

The house is of opinion that the Members of such Council should not receive 
any Salary nor be Members of the Executive Council but deems it expedient consti- 
tutional and necessary that, in the event of their not being able to carry out their 
general policy, they should tender their Resignation, and, if accepted, that a new 
Council be formed after the manner hereinbefore suggested, or the usual alterna- 
tive adopted. 

The House believes that such a Council would not only render great assistance 
to and relieve of much unnecessary responsibility, Her Majesty’s Representative, but 
would also bring into harmonious working the various but now unconnected 
Branches of Government and conduce to the welfare and progress of the Colony.

To His Excellency Sir James Douglas, K. C. B. Governor of Vancouver Island 
dc. &e. &e. 


The Legislative Assembly having had under consideration that part of the 
Despatch of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for the Colonies (dated 15th 
June 1863) wherein a proposition is made to the effect that as soon as the Legislature 
of Vancouver Island shall have provided by permanent Act a civil List amounting in 
all to £5,800—(which His Grace considers the prospects of the Revenue appear to 
render no more than fitting) His Grace will be prepared to hold the Crown Revenue 
of Vancouver Island at the disposal of the Legislature and to place the Colony under 
a Governor distinct from British Columbia; Begs leave most respectfully to observe 
that The annual Revenue of Vancouver Island including that received from the sale 
of Crown Lands amounted in the Year 1863 to about £35,000—tthe estimated popu- 
lation being about 7500 persons exclusive of Indians. 
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That the ordinary expenses of the Government are not less than £27,000 per 
annum—thus leaving a very small sum for the great necessity of the Colony, viz.: 
internal improvements. 


That the sum received from the sale of Crown Lands during the year 1863 
amounted to £4,500, much of this arising from the payment of Instalments upon 
Land sold some years ago at £1. per acre. 


That as well on account of the price of land having been reduced to four 
shillings per Acre, as also of the amount of available land being comparatively small, 
there is reason to believe that the Revenue from this source will, in future years, be 
less whilst a considerable sum will be requisite for the extinction of the Indian Title 
to and the surveying of Crown Lands and as a Government Residence for Her Maj- 
esty’s Respresentative does not exist a still further outlay will be needed for the 
erection of such an Edifice. 


This House is therefore of opinion that neither the Crown Revenue nor the 
condition of the general Revenues would justify the acceptation of the proposition of 
Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for the Colonies to provide a Civil List 
amounting to £5,800. 


The House is further of opinion That the absolute separation of the Colonies of 
Vancouver Island and British Columbia could not be otherwise than injurious to 
both and render their Union hereafter impracticable. Although, chiefly on account 
of the opposite commercial policies pursued and deemed necessary by each the 
amalgamation of the Colonies at the present time is deemed unadvisable if not 
impossible, still this House is of opinion that an intimate necessary and advantageous 
connexion may be practically obtained by there being, as far as possible, but one civil 
Establishment for the two Colonies. 


The House would therefore respectfully pray that Your Excellency will urge 
upon Her Majesty’s Government the advisability of there being but one Civil Estab- 
lishment, as far as practicable, for both Colonies, and to state that the Legislature 
of Vancouver Island will be prepared to provide a Sum by way of Salary for those 
officers who serve both Colonies equal to one third of the Salary now voted by 
British Columbia. 


The House further prays that Your Excellency will be pleased to transmit at 
the first opportunity a Copy of the above to His Grace the Duke of Newcastle 
acquainting his Grace that the House will be prepared to vote the sums mentioned 
and secure the initiation of all money votes to the Vancouver Island Government— 
Provided always that the Crown Revenues be placed at the disposal of the 
Legislature.

We her Majesty’s loyal and faithful Subjects the Members of the Legislative 
Assembly of Vancouver Island in Parliament assembled desire respectfully and 
earnestly to bring to the Notice of Your Grace the present defenceless condition 
of the Harbours of Victoria and Esquimalt, where, in the event of sudden hostili- 
ties, the Government and private property, and even Her Majesty’s Ships of War 
on this Station might be destroyed by an Iron-clad, in defiance of all that could be 
effected from land to impede the advent of such a Vessel. 

The portion of Her Majesty’s Pacific Squadron heretofore cruising in these 
Waters has well sufficed to protect the Settlements from the evils incident to 
Indian wars; and for this Your Memorialists are deeply grateful. 

In consequence however of the growing and of the great prospective import- 
ance of this and the Sister Colony of British Columbia and of the present 
threatening aspect of affairs in various parts of the world Your Memorialists feel 
it to be their duty to lay before Your Grace the pressing need of further protection 
by the mother Country in the shape of suitable defences for such vital points as 
the Harbours of Victoria and Esquimalt which in time of War would be the 
principal base of operations for the naval and military forces of the Empire in this 
part of the North Pacific. 
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Such defences might, while peace continues, be manned by a few Artillery- 
men and Marines directed to train the Volunteer Corps which the dutiful Subjects 
of Her Majesty in this Colony would at once embody, when assured that the 
Imperial Government was prepared to do its part for the defence of this isolated 
portion of the British dominions. 

The raising of Volunteer Companies, without the previous existence of one or 
more fortified places as a rallying point for these bodies would, Your Memorialists 
believe, be a futile undertaking. 

Your Memorialists would further represent that this Colony has by onerous 
taxation, in a form eminently favorable to British Interests, supported its own 
Government for three Years past, provided for Harbour improvement, the exten- 
tion of Roads, and also for the many Charities of Victoria. 

In conclusion Your Memorialists feel that they have strong grounds for their 
present application as well in reference to the past career of this Colony and its 
isolated and defenceless condition as to the solicitude invariably shown by the 
Imperial Government for the protection of its most distant dependencies.

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as this Colony possesses a Representative Assembly the passage money of my pri- 
vate Secretary cannot be defrayed from Imperial Funds. 


I further enclose an Extract from the Colonial Regulations showing the limit 
within which the expense of the passages to Colonies of officers appointed from 
home is defrayed from Public Funds, and in reference thereto I would submit to the 
Assembly the propriety of appropriating the Sum of Five Hundred Dollars to re- 
imburse the outlay already incurred for the passage from England to this Colony of 
my Private Secretary.

I have received the annual report from the Colonial Auditor upon the Accounts 
of the Colony for the year ending 31st December 1863. 

From that report it appears that the total sum expended during the Year 
amounts to $157,532.41—while the votes of the House for the same period amounted 
to $275,680.00. Detailed Accounts have already been laid before the House from 
which it will be seen that the principal cause of this large difference between the 
Votes and the expenditure arises from the non-disbursement of $87,300.00 appropri- 
ated towards the improvement of Victoria Harbour, and the non-bringing to account 
of the Sum of $18,857.00 payments for interest and sinking fund on account of the 
£40,000 Loan. Notwithstanding, however, that the expenditure falls so far short 
of the Supply there are several items of disbursement which are not covered by any 
heads of Service, and in some cases the expenditure under the heads of Service has 
exceeded the Vote of the House. 

In both these cases the Vote of the House is necessary to enable the Auditor 
finally to pass the Accounts for the Year. 
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I therefore enclose a Statement exhibiting under the regular heads of Service 
the excess of expenditure over the classified Votes, and of the Sums expended for 
Services for which no provision was made; amounting in the whole to $19,804.28 
and I beg to recommend to the House the propriety of passing a Vote for the said 
Sum of Nineteen thousand eight hundred and four dollars and twenty eight cents to 
close the accounts for the year ending 31st December, 1863.

2. In consideration of all the circumstances of this case, with which the 
Assembly are already well acquainted, I would submit to the House the propriety 
of empowering me to pay to the Corporation out of the general Revenue of the 
Colony the Sum of Six Thousand Dollars to enable the Council to liquidate Liabili- 
ties incurred by them in discharge of the duties and responsibilities cast upon them 
by virtue of their office; and to repay these moneys to the general Revenue, as well 
as other moneys already expended on behalf of the Corporation, I would recom- 
mend that the Legislature should pass An Act by which an additional sum of one 
half of one per cent can be collected upon the Government Assessment Roll for 
the City of Victoria for the year ending 30th June 1864, those persons who may 
have paid Real Estate taxes to the Corporation in December last being exempted 
from the operation of such Act.

In compliance with your request as conveyed to His Worship The 
Mayor on the 12th Instant we beg most respectfully to lay before Your 
Excellency the accompanying statement in Schedule hereto annexed of 
the indebtedness of the Corporation of this City up to the present time. 

Owing to the serious defect in the Act of Incorporation and the 
failure of the House of Assembly to amend said Act, the Corporation 
find themselves powerless to raise the necessary funds to meet their 
present indebtedness. 

We therefore humbly pray that Your Excellency will take such 
measures as to Your Excellency may seem best, and cause to be placed 
at the disposal of the Mayor and Council a sum sufficient (say Six 
Thousand Dollars) to pay their liabilities due to the present time. 

We would also most respectfully call Your Excellency’s Attention 
to the fact that a portion of the Real Estate Tax levied by the Corpo- 
ration in December last has been paid in good faith by the Owners of 
property in the City. 

The Council now have serious doubts as to their power of enforc- 
ing the payment of the balance due on that Assessment; they therefore 
feel that a great injustice would be done those who have paid were we 
to retain the amount. 

We therefore humbly pray that Your Excellency will cause to be 
refunded to the Corporation the Sum of Five Thousand three hundred 
and Sixty two dollars ($5362.00) in order that the Council may refund 
the same to those who have paid. 
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We trust that Your Excellency will see the injustice of this Course 
and also its propriety when we state that if the Council are not em- 
powered to refund those taxes it will doubtless lead to tedious and 
expensive litigation.

The Vote of the Legislature for the improvement of the Harbour being 
already overdrawn it becomes necessary that I should bring the present position 
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of the undertaking under the consideration of the Legislative Assembly with a 
view to their providing for the future cost thereof. 


2 By an Act of the Legislature passed in 1862 authorising the Governor to 
borrow the Sum of Forty Thousand Pounds on the Security of the General Revenue, 
A Sum of £18,000 was set apart for the purpose of improving the Harbour of 
Victoria. 


3 Under that Authority and a Vote of the House the following Expenditure 
has been incurred. 


Cost of Machinery in London not including advance to 


La eliee, 
Contracts made in the Colony 10,590.10.4 
HES TS 

Amount voted 13559551726 
Expenditure in excess £4,537.10.0 


These Sums do not include the cost of a Workshop, Forge, Storehouse or hoisting 
Tackle, all of which are immediately necessary if the work is to be continued, and 
for which no Estimate has been made. 


4 No Salary has been provided for “A competent Superintending Engineer, 
estimated by the Surveyor General at £500 per annum a salary in my opinion 
inadequate to secure the Services of An Officer of that description. 


5 The dredging Machine completed, I cannot estimate the wear and tear, 
salaries and working expenses, generally, at less than Ten Thousand Pounds per 
annum, though the Surveyor General sets it down at half that Sum. 


6 The Surveyor General (as I understand the Report herewith, dated 7th May 
1864) is of opinion that this Expenditure “for 3 succeeding Years would be 
required to make Victoria Harbour.” But the board of which that officer was a 
Member in 1862 impress[ed] upon the Governor “the extensive nature of the under- 
taking and [to] guard against the expectation that any permanent results can be 
looked for under a Series of Years,” that it “would require the undivided attention 
and superintendence of an Engineer experienced in such operations and it did not 
seem probable that such a work could be completed under favorable circumstances, 
with one Dredging Machine within a period of six or seven years.’ 4 

7 The original Estimate appended to the Commissioners Report (of Feby. 28th 
1862) must have been wholly fallacious, or the Expenditure of 1864 must be 
exorbitant, for I find the Estimate for a Steam Dredge, twelve Scows, Tug Steamer, 
and Diving Bell Workshop, Forge Tools, and Sundries amounted to £9,500, while the 
Actual Outlay for a part only of this Service will cost £18,133. 

8 I am of opinion that the estimated working expenses will bear a like propor- 
tion to the actual cost. 

9. It will appear on reference to the “Tabular Statement” accompanying the 
Commissioner’s Report (and upon which date calculations appear to have been 
made) that the cost of Five Dredges, a Steam Tug, two diving Bells and 160 punts 
cost (in Scotland) £39,000, while the one now in process of construction in this 
harbour will cost £18,133 at least. 

10. With these data before them the Legislative Assembly will be enabled to 


decide upon the sum necessary to place at my disposal for the completion of this 
formidable undertaking.

Sir, 

I have received Sir James Douglas’ Despatch No. 3 of the 12th 
February enclosing A Resolution of the House of Assembly of Van- 
couver Island in which the House declines to pass the Civil List Act 
proposed in the Duke of Newcastle’s Despatch marked “Separate” of 
the 15th of June last. I regret that the House of Assembly did not feel 
able to concur in the proposals submitted to it on this Subject. 

I am desirous however to prevent as far as possible the disappoint- 
ment and inconvenience to Individuals which this decision might 
occasion. 

It appears from the Resolution of the Assembly that the Crown 
Land Fund for the year 1863 amounted to £4,500. but that a consider- 
able portion of this Sum consisted of the proceeds of Sales effected in 
former Years. There may be Sources of Revenue, such as fines and 
forfeitures, fees of office, the proceeds of which The Crown could 
justly appropriate, but in the absence of any precise information on 
this head, I can only authorise you to issue Warrants for the payment of 
the Salaries of the Governor and the Colonial Secretary at the respective 
Rates of £3000. and £600. per annum assigned to them by my Pre- 
decessor, out of any funds which may be under the direct control and 
at the disposal of the Crown. 

It will of course rest with the Legislature to make provision for the 
remuneration of the other officers employed under the Government in 
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any way and from any source which may seem most appropriate to 
them. 

Besides the Civil List, Sir James Douglas’s Despatch raises a still 
larger and more important question, namely, the Union of the Colonies 
under one Governor, though with some distinct administrative Depart- 
ments. 

On this subject I am desirous of having the benefit of your views as 
you shall have acquired, on the spot, sufficient knowledge and experience 
to enable you to form your opinion and to supply reliable information 
for the assistance and guidance of Her Majesty’s Government in con- 
sidering the question. I shall, in like manner, ask Governor Seymour, 
to whom I shall communicate a Copy of this Despatch to furnish his 
views on the same matter, and I need scarcely say that it will not only 
be unobjectionable but highly desirable that you and he should consult 
freely on the subject, although it will be the most convenient course 
that ultimately each should report to me independently the conclusions 
which he may form on the subject.

mittee of Crown Lands. 

Mr. Speaker left the Chair. 

Dr. Powell in the Chair of the Committee. 

Mr. Speaker resumed the Chair. 

The Chairman reported that the Committee having had under consideration 
the above-mentioned Report had adopted therein certain Resolutions embodied 
in an address to His Excellency the Governor, as follows. 


To His Excellency, A. E. Kennedy, C. B. 
Governor of Vancouver Island, &c. &c. &c. 


May it please Your Excellency 


We, Her Majesty’s dutiful and loyal. subjects, the House of Assembly of Van- 
couver Island in this present Session convened, have had under consideration the 
Crown Lands of the Colony with the object of determining the advisability of accept- 
ing the control of them in return for voting a Civil List mentioned in the Despatch 
of His Grace the Duke of Newcastle of June, 1863. 

During our investigations we have learned the following facts and have formed 
the following opinions. 

1. That the Hudson’s Bay Company of England became possessed of all the 
Crown Lands of the Colony, without any exception by virtue of and under the condi- 
tions contained in a Royal Grant made on January 13th 1849, and, as Trustees of 
the Crown, they were bound by the Grant to sell the Crown Lands for colonisation 
purposes, and that the gross proceeds of the Sales after deducting therefrom one 
tenth for the special benefit and use of the Company, were to be devoted to the 
Colonisation and settlement of the Island. 

2. That the Hudson’s Bay Company have sold a part of the Crown Lands to 
divers persons for the purposes of Colonisation and settlement; that a part of the 
Crown Lands have been set apart as Reserves for Public Purposes; and that the 
title to the remaining portion of the Crown Lands is still vested in the Company 
in confirmity with the conditions of the Grant of January 13th 1849. 

3. That the Hudson’s Bay Company are willing to convey back the unsold 
remainder of the Crown Lands, including certain Reserves for Public Purposes, to 
the Crown in accordance with the conditions of an Indenture made in London on 
February 3rd 1862 between Her Majesty and the Hudson’s Bay Company. 

4 That during the Investigations of this House into the condition of the Crown 
Lands, it has learned that the Hudson’s Bay Company have sold portions of 
Sections 18, and 32, and hold Section 31 (all of Victoria District) with portions of 
Sections 18 and 32 as their private property; that the approximate Sum of money 
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received for Sales in Sections 18 and 32 is $426,237. and that the approximate 
value of the property still held by the Company as their private property in 
Sections 18, 31, and 32 is $339,200. making the total amount of the Sales and the 
value of the property in these Sections still in possession of the Company $765,437.; 
and it appears that not one farthing has been paid by the Company for the said 
Sections 18, 31, and 32; that the Company have not accounted to the Colonial 
Trust Fund for the said $426,237. or for the said property valued at $339,200. and 
that by the conditions of the Royal Grant of January 13th 1849, the Company 
were bound to account to Her Majesty for the property known as Sections 18, 31, 
and 32, aforesaid and the sales thereof in the same manner as for other portions 
of the Crown Lands. 

5 That by virtue of the said Indenture of February 3rd 1862, it is proposed 
to allow the Hudson’s Bay Company to remain in undisputed possession of the 
said $426,237 in sales, and the said $339,200 in property, and further that it is 
proposed in the said Indenture to convey away all the water frontage in Victoria 
Harbour, and Cadboro’ Bay, fronting on land sold or held by the Company abut- 
ting on the water of Victoria Harbour and Cadboro Bay, and that the said water 
frontage may be stated on an approximate estimate to be worth $500,000. 

6. That if the said Indenture of February 3rd 1862 be not annulled the 
Crown will lose the vast Sum of $1,265,437. or thereabouts in money and property, 
less one tenth of the aforesaid $426,237. 

7 That if the said Indenture of February 3rd, 1862, be annulled and a settle- 
ment made between the Crown and the Hudsons Bay Company on the conditions 
of the Royal Grant of January 13th 1849, that is to say by crediting the Company 
with the value of their Establishments in the Colony on the expiry of the Royal 
License of exclusive Trade with the Indians on the North West Coast of America 
which terminated on May 30th 1859, and also by crediting the Company with the 
advances made by them for colonising the Island, there would, in all probability 
be a Balance which the Company would be bound to account for to the Crown 
of about $1,000,000. in money and property. 

8 That in the opinion of this House there is no good and sufficient reason to 
justify a Settlement between the Crown and the Hudsons Bay Company on the 
conditions set forth in said Indenture of February 3rd 1862. 

9. That in the opinion of this House, the said Indenture of February 3rd 1862 
ought to be annulled and a settlement made between the Crown and Hudsons Bay 
Company in conformity with the conditions of the Royal Grant of January 13th 
1849. 

10. That, in the opinion of this House if a final Settlement be made between 
the Crown and the Hudsons Bay Company on the conditions set forth in the said 
Indenture of February 3rd 1862, not only will there be a serious injury done to the 
finances of the Colony materially affecting the proposition of His Grace the Duke 
of Newcastle, but that Her Majestys Government will sustain a serious loss in the 
sums already paid out of the Imperial Treasury to the Company for the Colonisa- 
tion of the Island which, in the opinion of this House, would be restored if a 
settlement were made between the Crown and Company on the conditions of the 
Grant of January 13th 1849. 

11. That, in the opinion of this House, Your Excellency ought to impress on 
Her Majesty’s Government the necessity that exists for annulling the said Indenture 
of February 3rd 1862, in order to make a Settlement between the Crown and 
Company in conformity with the conditions of the Royal Grant of January 1849, 
and furthermore that Your Excellency ought on behalf of the Crown to appoint a 
Commission empowered to administer oaths and send for persons and papers to 
enquire into the Sums of money expended specially and essentially by the 
Company for colonising this Island in accordance with the Royal Grant of 1849 
and furthermore to enquire whether any Sales of land in the said Sections 18, 
31, and 32, have been made by the Company since January Ist 1862; and further- 
more to determine what lands of this Colony and the value thereof have been 
lawfully sold by the Company, and to learn the amount of money deducted from 
the gross proceeds of such sales by the Company as the tenth allowed to them in 
the Royal Grant of 1849. 

12. That, in the opinion of this House, no attempt should be made to disturb 
third parties in the possession of Lands derived from the Hudson’s Bay Company 
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except such lands be part of existing Public Reserves lawfully made in accordance 
with the Royal Grant of 1849 and even in the latter case no attempt should be 
made to disturb third parties in the possession of such Lands except great public 
inconvenience would probably arise therefrom, and in case the Hudsons Bay 
Company have sold illegally or by mistake parts of public Reserves they should be 
made to restore such portions or indemnify the Crown to the value thereof as the 
public interest may require. 


13. That, in the opinion of this House, Your Excellency ought to take all and 
every such measures either by sending one or more Agents to England to lay the 
condition of the Crown Lands before Her Majesty’s Government or the Imperial 
Parliament or both, or by employing able Counsel in England to take proceedings 
to annul the said Indenture of February 3rd 1862 and bring about a speedy settle- 
ment between the Crown and Hudson’s Bay Company on the conditions of the 
Royal Grant of 1849. 


14. That in the opinion of this House, Your Excellency should stop all 
proceedings now pending to confirm the Hudson’s Bay Company in possession, as 
their private property, of any portion of Sections 18, 31, and 32, aforesaid, till 
such time as the measures hereinbefore or hereinafter mentioned shall be taken 
and shall have been finally concluded. 


15 That in the opinion of this House Your Excellency ought not to take any 
Steps to confirm Mr. Leopold Lowenberg in the possession of Section Z of James 
Bay Government Reserve; but that it should be held as part of the original ten 
Acres reserved for the Crown as an Indian Reserve in 1854 of which the Hudsons 
Bay Company received due notice in a letter dated September 15th [1st] 1854 
addressed by Mr. J. D. Pemberton, Surveyor General to A. Barclay, Esqre., Secre- 
tary of the Hudson’s Bay Company;9! and for the further reason that Mr. D. 
McTavish in a letter dated Victoria V. I. 21st January 1863 addressed to Thomas 
Fraser Esqre. Secretary of the Hudson’s Bay Company, stated that it was proposed 
by the Company to convey to the Crown ten Acres in the said “Government Build- 
ings” or “James Bay Government Reserve;” whereas if the said Section Z be con- 
firmed to Mr. Leopold Lowenberg the driginal Reserve of Ten Acres proposed by 
Mr. McTavish to be conveyed to the Crown will be diminished by the Area of said 
Section Z; and, furthermore it is our wish that Your Excellency may be pleased to 
communicate this our opinion to Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for 
the Colonies before taking any steps to confirm Mr. Leopold Lowenberg in the 
possession of Section Z in accordance with the instructions in the Despatch of His 
Grace the Duke of Newcastle, dated March 16, 1864. 


16 That in the opinion of this House, Your Excellency should take such 
measures as may for ever prevent the Church Reserve in the City of Victoria from 
being let out in lots or covered with private Residences, or business places of any 
kind in order that it may be for ever preserved as a public Square. 


We, the House of Assembly in Vancouver Island, would therefore humbly 
pray that Your Excellency may be pleased to take the facts and opinions herein- 
before set forth into Your earnest consideration, and appoint such a Commission 
and for such purposes as are hereinbefore stated, and that Your Excellency may 
be pleased to take such other measures as are hereinbefore mentioned and any 
other means that may from time to time appear expedient to Your Excellency to 
annul the said Indenture of February 3rd 1862, and bring about a final Settlement 
between the Crown and Hudsons Bay Company on the basis of the conditions 
of the Royal Grant of January 13th 1849 and secure a speedy reconveyance of the 
Island by the Company to the Crown.

I have received by the hands of your Speaker the Copy of Resolutions in reply 
to a Communication which I had the honor to make to the Legislative Assembly on 
the 27th Instant, transmitting the Copy of a Despatch from Her Majesty’s Secretary 
of State for the Colonies No. 2 dated 30th April 1864. 
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The Legislative Assembly in reply to that communication resolve “That this 
House is of opinion that the Salaries mentioned (namely the Chief Justice, Attorney 
General, Treasurer and Surveyor General) should be paid, as heretofore, out of the 
Crown Revenues and would recommend that course.” 

The terms of the Despatch of the Secretary of State which you have had under 
consideration unfortunately prohibit me from adopting that recommendation, and 
clearly point out that the Salaries of the Governor and Colonial Secretary only are 
chargeable to that fund. 

It is therefore obvious that unless the Legislature make provision for the 
remuneration of the remaining Officers of the Government from some other source, 
as pointed out by the fourth paragraph of the Secretary of State’s Despatch, their 
Salaries must cease and a question will then arise as to the authority under which 
they have received Salary since the Ist January, 1864.

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The House went into Committee of the whole upon A Communication received from 
His Excellency the Governor dated 30th June 1864, in reply to certain Resolu- 
tions passed by the Legislative Assembly on the 29th Inst. upon the subject of 
the absence of Provision in the Estimates for the Salaries of the Chief Justice, 
Attorney General, Colonial Treasurer and Surveyor General. 


Mr. Speaker left the Chair. 
Mr. Dennes in the chair of the Committee. 
Mr. Speaker resumed the Chair. 


The Chairman reported that the Committee having had under consideration 
the foregoing Communication from His Excellency The Governor had Resolved 
That this House after having had the Message of His Excellency the Governor 
of June 30th under consideration is of the opinion: 


1 That the question of voting Salaries for the Chief Justice, Attorney General, 
Colonial Treasurer, and Surveyor General, cannot, in accordance with the estab- 
lished usage of this House, be entertained again in the present Session, in as much 
as this House has already expressed an opinion on the subject. 


2 That this House is still impressed with the opinion that the present Crown 
Revenues, pending their acceptance by the Colony in return for the Civil List, 
should, as heretofore, bear the entire burden of the Civil List; but inasmuch as Her 
Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for the Colonies in his Despatch of April 
30th, 1864, only authorises His Excellency the Governor to pay out of the Crown 
revenue the Salaries of the Governor and Colonial Secretary; and as His Excellency 
the Governor does not deem himself empowered to issue his Warrant for the pay- 
ment of the Salaries of the Chief Justice, Attorney General, Colonial Treasurer, 
and Surveyor General out of the Crown Revenues; and as great public and indi- 
vidual inconvenience or injury may arise from the nonpayment of the Salaries of 
these officials, this House hereby pledges itself to indemnify His Excellency the 
Governor in case he shall take the responsibility of paying the said Salaries out 
of the Crown Revenues while awaiting further instructions from Her Majesty’s 
Government. 


3 That in case His Excellency the Governor shall not consider himself justi- 
fied in paying the Salaries of the Chief Justice, Attorney General, Colonial Treas- 
urer, and Surveyor General, out of the Crown Revenues on the pledge of indemnity 
of this House, or in the case the Crown Revenues from any cause be insufficient 
for that purpose, this House recommends His Excellency the Governor to issue his 
warrant for the payment of the whole or part of the said Salaries out of the General 
Revenue whilst awaiting further instructions from Her Majesty’s Government on 
this subject, and an answer on the question of a joint Civil List with British Colum- 
bia; and in case His Excellency the Governor shall issue his Warrant for the 
payment of the whole or part of the said Salaries out of the General Revenue, this 
House hereby pledges itself to indemnify him for so doing. 


4 That this House wishes it to be distinctly understood that the pledges herein 
given, and the recommendation to use the General Revenue are not to be construed 
to mean an intention on its part to make the General Revenue permanently liable 
for the Civil List of the Colony either on the terms of the Despatch of [15] June, 
1863, or on the conditions set forth in the Despatch of April 30, 1864; but that the 
intention of this House is merely to afford temporary aid to the Executive in the 
present Exigency. 


5. That with regard to the Salaries paid since the 1st day of Jany. 1864, the 
House is of opinion that they have been paid according to precedent out of the 
Crown Revenues—those officers having always been considered Crown officers, and 
that such a course is consonant with the views of this House. 
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6. That His Excellency be respectfully requested on the part of this House to 
urge upon Her Majesty’s Government the necessity that exists for continuing to pay 
the Crown Officers out of the Crown Revenues as heretofore. 


Ordered That Report be received, and agreed to. 
On the motion of Mr. Duncan Seconded by Mr. De Cosmos The Standing 
Orders were suspended and the foregoing Resolutions were adopted. 


The House then adjourned at the Call of Mr. Speaker.

His Excellency The Governor then addressed both Houses of the Legis- 
lature as follows. 


Honorable Gentlemen of the Legislative Council and Gentlemen of the Legislative 
Assembly 


1. The State of the Public Business enables me to release you from further 
attendance and bring this protracted Session to a close. 


2. Questions materially affecting the progress of the Colony must come before 
you at an early period on which I would invite you to acquaint yourselves with the 
opinions of your constituents prior to the re-assembling of the Legislature. 


3. The first and most important of these questions is the proposed Union of 
British Columbia and Vancouver Island under one Government. 


4. As this object can only be obtained with the previous concurrence of the 
Legislatures of both Colonies, the Course adopted by the Legislative Assembly of 
Vancouver Island in February last has delayed the consideration of it. 


5. The conditions attached to the proposal then Submitted to Her Majesty’s 
Secretary of State for the Colonies were such as could not, in my opinion be accepted 
by the Sister Colony, or entertained by Her Majesty’s Government.

6. Such a Union to be beneficial and lasting must be effected on a basis both 
practical and equitable. Like all other Unions I apprehend that mutual concessions 
will be required and personal predilections and prejudices must be laid aside. 


7. If on examination it be found that such a Union is in favor with the people 
of this or both Colonies, and will conduce to their honor and prosperity, it will 
receive my disinterested and hearty support. I have no doubt that the question 
fairly put before the Public will be considered with the calmness and moderation 
becoming so grave a subject. 

8. Unreasonable demands and pretensions can but raise new difficulties between 
two Colonies whose best interests, whether under one or separate Governments are 
bound up together. 

9. A question of scarcely less importance is the acceptance and disposal of the 
Crown Lands and Revenue of Vancouver Island; while this question remains un- 
settled, the survey, leasing, sale, and general management of public lands, must be 
left in their present very unsatisfactory state, to the serious detriment of the best 
interests of this Colony. 

10. The Course which has been taken in reference to the proposal of the Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies for a permanent Civil List has resulted in delay and 
embarassment. 

11. That this Colony has ample resources to provide for its own Government 
on a becoming Scale cannot be doubted, and I feel confident that the people, if 
appealed to, will cheerfully accede to a provision for the public servants commen- 
surate with the responsibilities and duties of their respective positions. 


12. The important subject of emigration must be left untouched while the 
possession and disposal of the Crown Lands remain unsettled. A Colony without a 
fixed population cannot be permanently prosperous. 


13. I have deferred acknowledging the receipt of the Resolutions adopted by 
the Legislative Assembly on the subject of Crown Lands, waiting the receipt of the 
Evidence and Report upon which they are founded and without which I am unable 
to decide upon the course best calculated to give effect to the views of the House. 


14. The House may be assured that I will deal justly and impartially with the 
subject, as far as it lies within my jurisdiction. 


15. I will direct my earnest attention to the economical application of the 
Supplies you have granted for the current Year, to secure the attainment of the 
objects for which they were voted. 


16. I am happy to assure you of the peace, prosperity, and order which prevail 
throughout the Colony. The absence of pauperism and serious crime are subjects of 
solid congratulation. 

17. I find that the following Acts passed during the Session received the 
Assent of my Predecessor on behalf of Her Majesty.

The House met this day at 1 p.m. pursuant to A Proclamation by His 
Excellency the Governor bearing date the 15th day of August, one thousand 
Eight Hundred and Sixty four. 


Present: Mr. Speaker, Messrs. Street, Duncan, Dennes, Bayley, Franklin, Carswell, 
De Cosmos, and Dr. Trimble. 


A Summons to attend His Excellency was delivered by Mr. Nesbitt Clerk of the 
Honble. the Council. 
“Mr. Speaker, The Governor desires this Honble. House to attend His 
Excellency forthwith in the Legislative Council Chamber.” 
Mr. Speaker, with the Members of the House went up accordingly to attend 
His Excellency, who addressed both Houses of the Legislature as follows. 


Honble. Gentlemen of the Legislative Council, and Gentlemen of the Legislative 
Assembly 


The discovery of a Gold-field within the last few weeks having so much altered 
the circumstances & enlarged the prospects of this Colony, I have deemed it my 
duty to call you together to aid me with your advice. It is unnecessary for me to 
recapitulate to the Legislature already so well informed on the subject the position 
in which the Crown Lands & Crown Revenue of the Colony now stand, and I feel 
confident that you will concur with me in the opinion that under the altered 
prospects of the Colony it is anomalous and inexpedient that it should be continued. 

The management of Crown Lands & the Expenditure of Crown Revenue freed 
from the control of the Legislature is a responsibility I do not desire to incur unless 
devolving upon me as a necessary duty. 

The Mining interests bid fair to rival any other in importance and the Colonial 
Legislature is, in my opinion, the proper power to frame laws and regulations for 
their development and guidance. 

The adoption of any other course must, I fear lead to complications which may 
prove detrimental to the best interests of the Colony. 

A large number of Miners have already taken out Licenses and registered their 
claims & the number being daily on the increase, I desire if possible to have the 
advice and assistance of the Legislature in framing wise and just laws for their 
encouragement and protection. 

The Rules and Regulations now in force have been issued subject to modifica- 
tion or alteration pending the enactment of permanent Laws. Intended to meet an 
emergency & as a preliminary protection to Miners only they are manifestly inade- 
quate to the rapidly increasing importance of the subject. 

There are doubtless difficulties in the way of a prompt Adjustment of this 
question, but none so formidable that they cannot be surmounted by the cordial 
co-operation of the Legislature and the Executive which it is no less my desire 
than duty to afford. 


1 On 8 July 1864, Governor Kennedy prorogued the House until 3 October, but decided to 
summon it earlier when gold was discovered on Sooke River. This action was challenged by 
the House inasmuch as the required fourteen days’ notice had not been given. Kennedy there- 
fore issued a new proclamation on 27 August revoking his previous order and directing the 
House to reconvene on 12 September. 
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The unforeseen necessity which has compelled me to require your attendance 
at this unexpectedly early period will prevent me bringing other measures of 
importance under your immediate consideration—but there is one which I think the 
public interests require to be settled without unnecessary delay, that of reunion with 
the Colony of British Columbia. The prolonged agitation of this question cannot 
fail to aggravate any evils which are alleged to have resulted from separation, and 
interpose obstacles to its calm consideration hereafter. 

The Union or separation of these Colonies is a matter of secondary importance 
to the maintenance of a cordial co-operation and good understanding between them, 
and it is therefore I think incumbent upon the people through their representatives 
to set this matter at rest for the present. 


Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly 


The financial condition of the Colony will require your consideration. Being 
contingent upon the decision of the Legislature on the subject of Crown Lands and 
Revenue it will be brought under your consideration in a specific form. 

The Blue-Book for 1863 being the first compiled for this Colony will be laid 
before you. 


Honourable Gentlemen of the Legislative Council and Gentlemen of the Legislative 
Assembly 


I have now to commit these important questions for your consideration with an 
earnest prayer that your deliberations may be conducive to the honor of our 
Sovereign and the prosperity of her Subjects whose interests are in your keeping. 


The Legislative Assembly being returned, Mr. Speaker read the Speech of His 
Excellency the Governor. 


Mr. De Cosmos moved the Ist Reading (pro forma) of “A Bill Entitled An Act 
respecting Barristers and Attorneys.” 
2nd by Mr. Franklin and Agreed to. 
Ordered for next meeting, 2nd Reading of above Bill.

The adoption of the privileges and practice of the Imperial Parliament in so 
far as they are applicable to the local Legislature in spirit as well as in letter must 
be conducive to the public good and the honor of the Legislative Assembly. The 
Tight of the people and the privileges of the Legislative Assembly who represent 
them I hold equally sacred, and they cannot be too carefully guarded. Your 
address, gentlemen, shall receive my best and earliest consideration with a view 
to the removal of any doubts of the legality of your proceedings.

The House met this day at 1 p. m. in accordance with the Proclamation of 
His Excellency the Governor.1 


Present: Mr. Speaker in the Chair and Messrs. Franklin, Dennes, De Cosmos, 
Carswell. 


A Summons was delivered by Mr. Nesbitt, Clerk of the Honble. the Legislative 
Council as follows. 


Mr. Speaker—The Governor desires this Honble. House to attend His 
Excellency forthwith in the Legislative Council Chamber. 


Mr. Speaker, with the House, went up to attend His Excellency the 
Governor accordingly. 


His Excellency then addressed both Houses of the Legislature as follows: 


Honble. Gentlemen of the Legislative Council and Gentlemen of the Legislative 
Assembly, 


I have called you together for the consideration of subjects recently brought 
under your notice and which have acquired additional importance since I last 
addressed you. 


A Despatch from the Governor of British Columbia will be laid before you 
informing me that he has been called upon by Her Majesty’s Secretary of State 
for the Colonies to report upon a suggestion made by the Legislative Assembly 
of Vancouver Island that the two English Colonies West of the Rocky Mountains 
should be united under one Governor and inviting early communication with me 
on the subject. It is desirable therefore that I should be in possession of the 
views of the Legislature of this Colony, to enable Her Majesty’s Government to 
consider them in connexion with the report of the Governor of British Columbia 
and my own. 


The important subject of Schools for the training of Children whose parents 
are unable to afford them a high class education will doubtless receive your careful 
consideration. 


The relations between White Men and the Indian tribes become daily more 
complicated, affording indications of future difficulties which it will be well to 
obviate by the adoption of timely precautions and suitable laws. 


The early consideration of an Incorporation Act for the City of Victoria is 
pressingly necessary in a moral as well as sanitary point of view. The City 
possesses ample resources both in property and intelligence for the purpose of 
Municipal Government, with which I think it is so desirable to invest it, and I feel 
confident that the local knowledge of the Legislature will enable them to deal with 

’ this question speedily and satisfactorily. 

The Postal Communication, within and without the Colony, demands earnest 
attention. I propose to submit measures for the better conduct of this Department 
at an early period. 


1Proclamation dated 27 August 1864 and published the same day in Vancouver Island, 
Extra Government Gazette, I (No. 18). 
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Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly, 


It is necessary for the regular administration of the Finances of the Colony 
that the annual Estimates should be agreed to prior to the period from which they 
are to take effect. I will therefore have them submitted for your consideration as 
soon as circumstances will permit. 


Honorable Gentlemen of the Legislative Council and Gentlemen of the Legislative 
Assembly, 


I beg to assure you of my earnest desire to co-operate with you in all 
measures calculated to promote the public good and the prosperity of the people. 


The House being returned Mr. De Cosmos moved The 1st Reading (pro forma) 
of “A Bill Entitled An Act respecting Barristers & Attorneys-at-law.” 
Mr. Carswell seconded. 
Agreed to.

The subject of public Schools, the relations between white men and the Indian 
tribes, the Incorporation Act for the City of Victoria, and the Postal Communi- 
cation of this Colony shall receive from us our earnest attention and consideration, 
as also the subject of the finances of the Colony which, for the more regular 
administration thereof, we are glad to learn will be submitted to us prior to the 
period from which they are to take effect. 

We thank Your Excellency for the manner in which you have expressed your 
earnest desire to co-operate with the Legislature in all measures calculated to 
promote the public good and the prosperity of the people and we sincerely trust 
that by the wisdom of our deliberations we may be enabled to aid you in realising 
that public good we all must seek for.

We would acquaint Your Excellency that, as soon as we are put in possession 
of information necessary to the full consideration of Indian Affairs, we shall be 
prepared to assist in taking timely precautions and enacting suitable laws to remove 
any existing complications and to avoid future difficulties between the Indian tribes 
and the other Inhabitants of the Colony. 

We have great pleasure in concurring in the views of Your Excellency as to the 
pressing necessity for additional legislative provision being made for the order and 
good government of the City of Victoria; and we would also assure Your Excellency 
that we earnestly desire to aid in the passage of such An Act as will speedily and 
satisfactorily adjust the difficulties in which the Civic Government is at present 
involved. 

We will cheerfully give our attention to the consideration of any Measures that 
Your Excellency may submit respecting Postal Communication either within or 
without the Colony. 

We fully appreciate the importance of having the Estimates voted prior to the 
disbursement of the public Revenue; and that when the Annual Estimates for the 
ensuing Fiscal Year are submitted, they shall receive our careful consideration. 

In conclusion, we have great pleasure in expressing our sincere desire to recip- 
tocate Your Excellency’s wish to cordially co-operate with the Legislature in all 
measures calculated to promote the public good and to secure the lasting prosperity 
of the people.

I would therefore beg for authority to carry on the current expenditure 
connected with the undertaking together with an expression of the intention of the 
House in reference to a Salary for a Superintending Engineer experienced in such 
operations in order that no delay may occur in putting the Dredger in motion as 
soon as completed.

In reply to His Excellency’s enquiry of the 8th Inst. I have the 
honor to furnish herewith an Estimate in detail showing that $25,102.83 
will be required to complete the Dredging Machine in all its parts, also 
expenditure up to September, amounting to $67,007.46. 

If the Machinery shall arrive here undamaged at an early date, 
which from the letter from Valparaiso of 6th June, appears to be a 
reasonable expectation, I am confident that the Sum first mentioned 
will not be exceeded. 

Assuming the Machinery completed, I furnish an Estimate of the 
Sum required to work the same effectively for one year, stating the 
number of officers and men required and their respective Salaries and 
all other expenses necessary for that period at $23,184.00. 
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This last figure includes $5,000.00 (which in practice I trust to 


be able to diminish) for permanent buildings on shore. 


If His Excellency in consideration of his arrangement, of placing 
A Gentlemen in the Land Office so competent as Mr. Harries to relieve 
myself and Assistant in a great measure of Clerical duty, is of opinion 
that the Appointment of a separate officer to superintend and direct the 
Harbour Improvement is unnecessary I am quite willing to take that 


responsibility. 


In reply to His Excellency’s enquiry as to depositing the mud, I 
would propose to discharge it, at ebb tide, in the Straits beyond the Har- 


bour limits and no extra expenditure on this head will be required.

That His Excellency the Governor be respectfully requested to 
enter into negociation with His Excellency the Governor of British Columbia 
with the object of establishing a Federal Union of Vancouver Island and 
British Columbia, based on the provisions of the previous Resolution. 

That His Excellency the Governor be respectfully urged to submit any 
question of difference, not affecting our free-trade policy, between himself and 
His Excy. the Governor of British Columbia, respecting the proposed Federal 
Union, to Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for the Colonies for final 
decision binding on both Colonies.

That in a community such as this where religious opinions are so diversified 
and where the benefits of a well devised Educational System should be 
extended to all, the reading of the Bible or the inculcation of religious dogmas 
in “Common Schools” would be unadvisable. 

It is to be regretted that no permanent fund for “School purposes” has yet 
been created by the setting apart of certain portions of Crown Lands in each 
district. But as the Legislature has no control over these Lands Your Com- 
mittee would recommend Your Honorable House to address His Excellency 
the Governor praying that such provision may now be made in the settled and 
other districts of the Colony in view of present and future requirements. 

That an appropriation be made annually out of the General Revenue for 
the Establishment and maintenance of Common Schools in the settled districts 
of the Colony and in the City of Victoria. 

That in the present stage of development of the Colony the following is 
submitted as the most appropriate method of inaugurating and carrying out a 
System of “Common Schools.” 

1. That a General Board of Education consisting of nine persons should be 
appointed by the Governor in Council. 

2. That there be three School Trustees elected by the Residents of each 
School District. 

3. That the appointment of a paid Superintendent should be made by the 
said Board subject to the approval of His Excy. the Governor. 

4. That the Board of Education with the advice and assistance of the 
Superintendent should be empowered to establish School districts and their 
boundaries, to appoint teachers, to select books and to regulate all other 
matters connected with the organisation and general management of “Com- 
mon Schools.” 

Your Committee would respectfully submit the above as briefly embracing 
the general principles upon which A School Act should be based and they 
would urge upon Your Honorable House the immediate necessity of the intro- 
duction and passage of such An Act. 

Resolved that A Copy of the Resolutions as amended be transmitted to His 
Excellency the Governor.

Gentlemen, 


I have the honor to submit for the information and consideration of the Legis- 
lative Assembly the Copy of a Despatch received from Her Majesty’s Secretary 
of State for the Colonies. 

The management of the Crown Revenues of this Colony is at present on a 
most unsatisfactory footing, and I would earnestly desire the final decision of the 
Legislature on the proposal of Her Majesty’s Government with reference thereto 
before I assume the undivided responsibility of applying the necessary reforms. 
The inconveniences and injuries to the public interests arising from the present 
uncertain and unsettled state of this question, are serious and numerous. 
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The consideration of the important subject of emigration must be deferred 
pending its settlement. The growing difficulties with the Indian population must 
continue to increase while the extent of their lands is undefined and their just claims 
unliquidated. 

The Estimates for the Year 1865 cannot for the same reason be prepared or 
proper provision made for the conduct of the Government. 

The House will learn from the Despatch now laid before them that it is 
incumbant upon me, in the event of their declining to take over the Crown Rev- 
enues, to furnish in respect of those Revenues, Estimates for the ensuing Year and 
Accounts of the Receipts and Expenditure for past years with a view to their being 
properly audited. 

This course will necessitate the adjustment of the Account between the local 
Government and the Crown and a refund of the amount advanced from the Crown 
Revenues for Colonial purposes under the Resolutions of Indemnity passed by the 
Legislative Assembly on 2nd July 1864 together with all other Sums appropriated 
without due authority. There are numerous minor complications and difficulties 
daily arising out of this unsettled question. 

It may be proper for me to state my opinion that, whatever the decision 
arrived at by the House on the question, it will in no way impair the rights of the 
Colony or prejudice the claims asserted by the Legislative Assembly against the 
Hudson’s Bay Co. in their Resolutions of the 27th June 1864.

Referring to the Resolution of the Legislative Assembly in Committee of 
Supply relative to the sum of $34,066.20 under the head of re-imbursements for- 
warded to me on the 11th instant, I have the honor to supply the following 
information. 

By the statement of the Treasurer dated 5th Novr. 1864 submitted to the 
Legislative Assembly on the 13th Jany. 1865 it appears that the actual balance of 
Crown Revenues on the 31st Decr. 1863, amounted to $34,321.65409. The par- 
ticulars of this balance will be seen by examination of the return of the Treasurer 
dated 23rd Feby. 1865 and furnished to the House on that date. 

It further appears that the estimated proceeds of the various sources of Crown 
Revenues for 1864 were $27,413.00 making, together with the sum of $34,321.65 
an amount of $61,734.65 available for Crown purposes during 1864. 

On the other hand the following Sums were payable during 1864, out of that 


$61,734.65. 

Salary of Governor at Saeects

“t », Colonial Secretary at £600 [per annum] 2,910.00 

Arrears of Salary of late Governor for 1861, 1862, and 1863,

The difference between $27,668.45490 and $61,734.6%400 viz., $34,066.2%o0 
therefore represents the amount which should have been in hand on 31st Decr.

during that year for the general expenses of the Colony including a Sum of

transmitted to Her Majesty’s Government. It will afford me great pleasure to 
transmit this manifestation of a desire on the part of the Legislative Assembly to 
adjust a difference which has seriously impeded, and must, while unsettled, continue 
to retard the progress of the Colony. I must, however, point out to the House that 
the conditions laid down in these Resolutions differ so materially from those pro- 
posed in the Duke of Newcastle’s Despatch dated 15th June 1863 that I do not 
feel justified in departing from the instructions conveyed to me in the subsequent 
Despatch of Her Majesty’s Secretary of State for the Colonies, a Copy of which I 
enclose. 

In reference to that portion of the Resolutions expressing the opinion of the 
L. Assembly that the Scale of Salaries proposed (in the Despatch, 15th June 1863) 
is far too high I take this opportunity of assuring the House of my hearty co-opera- 
tion in recommending or establishing any Scale which, after full deliberation, may 
be found compatible with true economy which consists in obtaining for the public 
the best possible Services at a reasonable cost. 

I would suggest that the Salaries of Officers necessary for the conduct of the 
public Service be voted and charged against the General Revenue pending the reply 
of Her Majesty’s Government to the proposal submitted in the Resolutions of 3rd

said Registrar to write a letter to any registered person addressed to him 
according to his address on the Register, to enquire whether he has ceased to 
practice, or has changed his residence, and if no answer shall be returned to 
such letter within the period of three months from the recording of the letter, it 
shall be lawful to erase the name of such person from the Register; provided 
also that the same may be restored by direction of the said Governor should 
he think fit to make an order to that effect or by fresh registration. 
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IV. Upon the application of any person being a Doctor, Fellow, Licentiate 
Bachelor, Master or Member of any School, College, Society or Faculty of 
Surgery or Medicine, or being possessed of any qualification to practice Medi- 
cine or Surgery from any School, College, Society or Faculty of Medicine or 
Surgery, either in the United Kingdom, or in any British Possession or Foreign 
Country; such person shall on payment of a fee of ten dollars be entitled to be 
registered by the Medical Registrar on producing to such Registrar the docu- 
ment conferring or evidencing the qualification or each of the qualifications in 
respect whereof he may desire to be registered and producing an affidavit made 
before the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court to the effect that he is the person 
named in such document of qualification; and such register may be amended 
in respect of any qualification subsequently acquired by any registered person 
on production and proof of such fresh qualification, and on payment of an 
additional fee of ten dollars for the same. 

V. The said Register shall be open for inspection by the Public free of 
charge, and also as from time to time altered, corrected and revised by the said 
Registrar shall be published in the Government Gazette of the said Colony at 
least once in every year.

still greater by the exclusion of Indian Evidence from our Courts of Justice by which 
they are debarred from the remedy of a Civil action for trespass. 

It cannot be expected that this state of things can long continue without leading 
to heart-burnings & collisions between the Settlers & Indians in outlying districts 
where there are neither Magistrates nor Police. I would beg for the attention of 
the Legislative Assembly to this end ere it becomes more serious and for their 
consideration whether it would not be more equitable and practicable to compel 
the owners of Pigs to fence them in rather than throw the onus of fencing them out 
upon those to whom they do not belong, a measure at all times difficult. 

I will direct the Acting Attorney General to prepare A Bill amending the exist- 
ing law, on being informed of the views of the Legislative Assembly in reference 


thereto.

I would recommend that this Vessel be disposed of if a fair price can be obtained.

THE GOVERNOR’S SPEECH 


Honorable Gentlemen of the Legislative Council, and Gentlemen of the 

Legislative Assembly. 

The period has now arrived when I am able to release you from further atten- 
dance on your legislative duties. 

I have in the name and on behalf of Her Majesty assented to the following 
Acts passed during the Session: 

An Act for the Election of a Mayor and Councillors for the city of Victoria, 
on the 8th day of November, 1864. 

An Act respecting Barristers and Attorneys at Law. 

An Act to apply the sum of $298,618.25 out of the general revenue of the 
colony of Vancouver Island and its dependencies to the service of the year 1865. 

An Act to amend the Land Registry Act, 1860. 

An Act respecting Common Schools. 

An Act to repeal a portion of the First Telegraph Act, 1864. 

An Act to amend the manner of taking the Verdict of a Jury in Civil Cases. 

An Act to Impose Landing Permit Dues on the Importation of certain Stock 
and Carcases. 

An Act to amend the Victoria and Esquimalt Harbour Dues Act, 1862. 

An Act to amend an Act passed in the year of our Lord 1862, entitled “An Act 
to repeal and amend the laws affecting Trade Licenses.” 

An Act to grant a Supplemental Supply of $37,608.39, for the service of the 
year 1864. 

An Act to apply the sum of $14,940 out the general revenue of the Colony of 
Vancouver Island and its dependencies, to the service of the year 1865. 

An Act to impose a tax of one-half of one per centum on all real estate within 
the City of Victoria and for other purposes relating thereto. 

An Act to explain the Chief Justice Salary Act, 1864. 

I reserved A Bill to appropriate the sum of £1,200 sterling per annum from 
the general revenue for the colony for the salary of a Chief Justice, and the ex- 
planatory Bill since passed will, I anticipate, insure its allowance by Her Majesty. 

Of these Acts I may more particularly advert to the Act to amend the manner 
of taking the verdict of a jury in civil cases, and that respecting Common Schools. 


I anticipate substantial benefits to the community will result from these mea- 
sures, and I confidently rely on the honor and character of the gentlemen composing 
the Board of Education for a faithful and impartial administration of their high 
trust in the spirit intended by the Legislature. 


Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly: 


The supplies you have granted will be administered with the strictest economy 
consistent with the efficiency of the public service. 

I have to thank you for the provision made for a residence for the Governor 
of this Colony, which I hope to have ready for occupation, if not completed, at a 
cost considerably less than the sum you have so liberally voted. 
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Honorable Gentlemen of the Legislative Council and Gentlemen of the 
Legislative Assembly: 


I now in Her Majesty’s name prorogue this Council and Assembly, and they 
are hereby prorogued accordingly to the 3rd October next.78

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MINUTES OF THE THIRD HOUSE OF ASSEMBLY OF 
VANCOUVER ISLAND—THIRD SESSION 


Tuesday, the 28th day of November, 1865 


The House met this day at 1 p. m. in accordance with the Proclamation of 
His Excellency The Governor. 


Present: Mr. Speaker and Messrs. Carswell, Cochrane, De Cosmos, Dennes, Dick- 
son, Duncan, McClure, Powell, Tolmie, Trimble. 


A Summons having been delivered to attend His Excellency The Governor in the 
Honble. Legislative Council Chamber. 


Mr. Speaker and the Members of the House went up accordingly. 
His Excellency then addressed both Houses of the Legislature, as follows— 


THE SPEECH 


Hon. Gentlemen of the Legislative Council and Gentlemen of the Legislative 
Assembly: 


I have deferred calling you together until this late period of the year in the 
expectation that I should be thereby enabled to submit to you in some conclusive 
form matters affecting the settlement of important questions concerning the future 
condition and prosperity of the Colony. In that hope I regret I am compelled to 
inform you I have been disappointed. 


2. Despatches from Her Majesty’s Secretary of State for the colonies on the 
subject of the Crown Lands of Vancouver Island will be laid before you. I forbear 
to enlarge upon this subject beyond expressing an earnest hope that the wisdom 
and moderation of the Legislature may find a way to a final settlement of this 
question, the agitation of which so injuriously retards the progress and settlement of 
the Colony. 


3. I regret that I am not in a position to make any communication to you in 
reply to the Resolutions adopted by the Legislature in the last session, recommend- 
ing the union of this Colony with British Columbia. I have no doubt that the 
subject is receiving that consideration from Her Majesty’s Government which its 
importance demands, and that due weight will be given to the wishes of the people 
expressed through their representatives. 


4. The discredit and danger to public health arising from the unrepaired 
streets and want of drainage in the City of Victoria cannot longer be ignored with- 
out seriously deteriorating the value of private property, while the inhabitants are 
without legal power to raise revenue for the correction of the admitted evils. The 
Municipal Government of the City might, probably, be rendered more effectual by 
attempting less. Schemes of inferior importance have been prosecuted while more 
important needs have been neglected. 


5. The importance of direct steam communication between Vancouver Island 
and San Francisco cannot be overrated, and the absence of it is now most seri- 
ously felt. I would recommend liberal provision being made to enable the Govern- 
ment to carry out this service at the earliest period, either separately or in conjunc- 
tion with the Government of British Columbia. The anomalous state of the law 
regarding the Postal service of the Colony, generally, demands your attention. 
There is no law authorizing the Executive Government to frame Rules and Regula- 
tions, or fix the rates of postage. The expenditure for this branch of the public 
service during the year 1864 amounted to $14,487, while the revenue reached only 
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$3510, showing an excess of expenditure over revenue amounting to $10,997—a dis- 
proportion which must be expected to continue in the absence of suitable laws and 
regulations. 

6. I would earnestly bespeak the attention of the Legislature to the insufficiency 
of the Law for the prevention of the sale of intoxicating liquors to the Native 
Tribes by which they are demoralized and decimated. This iniquitous traffic is 
carried on by a worthless and degraded class of men, the cost of whose maintenance 
in prison and repeated convictions arising from inadequate punishment, falls heavily 
upon the public funds. Moving appeals have been made to me by Ministers of 
every denomination and by the Chiefs of several Indian Tribes to put an end to a 
crime which must eventually recoil upon the legitimate commerce of the Colony 
and society at large. Deplorable murders of Indians inter se as well as the murder 
of white men by Indians are of frequent occurrence and notoriously resulting from 
the illegal sale of liquors on the coast of this and the neighbouring Colony. I can 
see no difficulty in suppressing this unholy traffic if the existing faulty and insufficient 
Law be amended and with the object I have directed a Bill to be prepared and 
laid before you. 

7. This existing Law of debtor and creditor in this Colony will come under your 
consideration. I feel confident that in whatever changes may be deemed necessary 
the principle will be held in view that imprisonment should be a punishment for 
crime and not for a simple failure to pay unaccompanied by dishonesty. 

8. I regret to state that the expenditure of the current year has exceeded the 
revenue, still leaving demands for public improvements unsatisfied. On the other 
hand, sums have been expended in connection with the projected Harbour im- 
provements considerably exceeding the original estimate for that service, and also 
for providing a Government House, which cannot occur again and ought not to be 
regarded as belonging to the ordinary expenditure of the Colony. To restore the 
equilibrium between revenue and expenditure is a matter of first importance, and I 
apprehend little difficulty will be found in devising legitimate means of raising the 
receipt and reducing the expenditure without either pressing unduly upon the 
people, or impairing the efficiency of the public service. While I deem it beyond 
the province of my duty to discuss matters, the decision upon which properly be- 
longs to the Legislature, I feel bound to offer as the result of my experience that 
grave and numerous objections exist to new countries being drawn into debt except 
for the purpose of reproductive investment. I regard this Colony as a growing 
not a stationary community whose interests must be looked for in the future rather 
than the present. 

9. I have caused the Attorney General to prepare the following Bills, which 
will be submitted for your consideration without delays namely: 

1. To provide for the reception of native evidence. 

. To regulate the use of weights and measures. 
To regulate and provide for postal services. 
To regulate for gold mining. 
To provide for the registration of Births, Deaths and Marriages. 
To provide for the administration of Intestate Estates. 
To provide exemption from Imprisonment for Debt. 
To grant jurisdiction to Stipendiary Magistrates for the recovery of 
Small Debts. 

9. To provide for the exemption of Homestead from Liability. 

10. Coroners Bill.

Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly:— 


10. The Estimates for the coming year will be laid before you without delay, 
and I trust you will find them framed with every regard to economy consistent 
with the efficiency and credit of the public service. A statement will accompany the 
Estimates showing the probable condition of the Public Finances on the 31st Decem- 
ber, 1865. 

11. Sums are annually voted to a considerable amount for services and estab- 
lishments over which the Executive Government has no sufficient control, and for 
purposes of local rather than general utility, and I would beg you to consider the 
propriety of these charges being borne by the General Revenue and this practice 
continued. 
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Hon. Gentlemen and Gentlemen— 


12. Though the year about to close cannot be considered one of great progress, 
I have full faith in the future of this Colony; and it is gratifying to observe the 
increased number and improved character of the middle class dwellings which 
have sprung up, and are still springing up, affording one of the most conclusive 
proofs of the confidence of the people in its resources and stability. The agricul- 
tural classes have struggled manfully with the difficulties which beset the farmer in 
new countries, and the excellence of the produce exhibited at the annual show, 
places the fertility and capability of the soil and climate beyond a doubt. 

We have, during the last year, experienced the inestimable blessings of peace 
and public health, and I trust that the same beneficient Providence which has 
watched over us in the past, may guide us in the path to future prosperity and peace.

We beg to assure Your Excellency that the Crown Lands Despatches alluded 
to in Your Excellency’s address will receive our most earnest consideration. 


6 Messages to House. Both No. 88 and 89 are dated 2 December 1865. , ; 
7 William Loudon’s petition sought relief from paying a city licence for his business which 
had previously operated under a country licence. Colonist, 5 December 1865. 
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We regret that Your Excellency is unable to lay before us any definite proposi- 
tion in connexion with the Union of the Colonies—a question which we have 
already maintained to be of paramount importance to the well being of the Country. 

The danger to public health to which Your Excy. alludes as being consequent 
upon imperfect Municipal Institutions will we hope be dissipated by the granting 
of proper powers to the Municipality. 

We beg to assure Your Excellency that we are fully alive to the importance of 
Steam Communication with San Francisco and to the necessity of a proper postal 
System. 

We respectfully agree with Your Excellency that means should be immediately 
devised to suppress the present nefarious and illegal Indian liquor traffic. 

The law of Debtor and Creditor will meet with our earliest attention. 

We regret with Your Excellency to find that the public Expenditure of the 
current year has exceeded the Colonial Receipts—a fact which necessitates as Your 
Excellency no doubt perceives a policy of economy consistent with the exigencies 
of the Country & the efficiency of the public Service. 

We are especially gratified to find that Your Excellency, in the list of Bills to 
be prepared by the Attorney General, is in favour of measures that have previously 
met with our favorable consideration, and we hope that no obstacle may arise to 
prevent these necessary Bills from becoming without further delay the law of the 
Colony. 

In common with Your Excellency we congratulate the people of this Colony 
on the possession of the inestimable blessing of health and peace and we hope that 
nothing in the future may arise to disturb this satisfactory condition.

Gentlemen, 

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of An Address from the Legisla- 
tive Assembly praying that I would lay before the House “Copies of all Despatches 
forwarded to Mr. Cardwell in reference to the Resolution passed by this House 
in June, 1864, in connexion with the Crown Lands and all Despatches sent to Mr. 
Cardwell in reference to the Union Resolutions which passed the House in Jany. 
last.” 

With the most earnest desire to meet the wishes of the Legislative Assembly 
and afford the fullest information on these subjects I regret that I am precluded 
from complying with the conditions of their address without the sanction of H. M.’s 
Secty. of State for the Colonies previously obtained. 

I now upon my own responsibility lay before the House extracts of Despatches 
transmitted by me on the subject of the Crown Lands of V. Id. relating to the 
matters treated of in the Despatch of H. M.’s Secty. of State recently laid before 
the House; but the production of Despatches addressed by me to H. M.’s Secty. of 
State on the subject of the Union Resolutions either in whole or in part before I had 
received replies thereto would be a manifest breach of duty and wholly without 
precedent. The object of the Legislative Assembly in the present instance will be 
probably attained by my stating that in addressing H. M.’s Secty. of State in March 
1865, I expressed my deliberate conviction that the Union of these Colonies would 
be conducive to the best interests of both, and my earnest desire that it should be 
consummated. 

My subsequent experience having fortified that conviction and sentiment I 
continue to be firmly of opinion that the Colonies of B. C. & V. Id. should be united 
and that the Union of them would be an important means of securing their sub- 
stanial progress and prosperity.

Notes who shall hold office during pleasure and be sworn in before a Judge of 
the Supreme Court to the faithful discharge of their duties, any vacancy to be 
filled by a similar appointment. 

The form of Treasury Notes and the mode of issuing them shall be estab- 
lished by the Commissioners with the Assent of the Governor in Council. 
A Plate shall be obtained from which the notes shall be printed, which shall 
remain in the custody of the Colonial Secretary and all impressions taken from 
the said Plate shall be securely kept in the office of the Colonial Secretary or 
such other safe Place as the Governor may direct, till the Commissioner or any 
two of them shall require the same at the instance of the Governor in Council. 

The Commissioners shall from time to time deliver to the Treasurer, as 
many Treasury Notes, signed by them, as may be required, and such Notes 
shall be immediately signed by the Treasurer.

To the Honble. The Speaker and Members of the Legislative Assembly 


Gentlemen, 


I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of a Resolution of the Legislative 
Assembly dated 29th Jany. 1866 “That a Copy of the sums granted and the Resolu- 
tions passed in Committee of Supply respecting the amalgamation of offices named 
or introduced into the Estimates be prepared and transmitted to the Executive.” 
I have also to acknowledge the subsequent receipt of the document above referred 
to, by the hands of the Honorable the Speaker on the 31st January. 

As regards those Salaries and Services which have been estimated for and dis- 
allowed by the Legislative Assembly I have already dispensed with the Services of 
fourteen Public Officers paid from General Revenue including two Stipendiary 
Magistrates, and it will be a consideration for the Legislative Assembly to fix the 
amount of compensation payable to those officers who have been hitherto borne on 
the fixed establishment of the Colony. 

While I fully concur in the propriety of economy both in the number and 
Salaries of public offices I must point out the serious evils which may be expected 
to arise from leaving the greater part of the public establishments to be provided for 
by annual vote. 

Party Spirit is apt to run high in small communities and questions respecting 
the remuneration of Public Servants are occasionally discussed rather with reference 
to personal feelings than to a calm consideration of the real interests of the com- 
munity. Respectable officers cannot be obtained without some reasonable Assur- 
ance for the permanence of their Official incomes and the absence of such assurance 
must materially impair the efficiency and respectability of the public service and 
thus injuriously affect the public interests. 

I think it highly injudicious to reduce the Salary of public offices so as to render 
it no longer an object of ambition to men of ability and respectable station to hold 
them, but whatever be the rate of remuneration deemed fitting by the Legislature, 
I think it absolutely necessary for all purposes of good Government that the 
salaries should be permanently granted. 

I observe that the Legislative Assembly purpose to abolish the offices of 
Registrar General and Assessor. The Salaries of these officers are secured by Acts 
of the Legislature passed after full deliberation. Whether the Legislature acted 
wisely in creating those offices or assigning to them the remuneration which was 
determined upon it is not necessary for me to enquire, but it appears to be an ob- 
vious injustice to abolish offices accepted on condition of their permanence without 
making provision for compensation to the holders of them. Pending a repeal of the 
Acts before adverted to I apprehend the Salaries fixed by Law must continue to be 
paid. 

It is undoubtedly within the province as it is the duty of the Representatives 
of the Inhabitants of the Colony to raise such An Amount of Revenue and grant 
such supplies as may be necessary to maintain the various public Establishments 
they may judge proper for the preservation of order, enforcement of the law, and 
other services required for the welfare of the community; but I must guard myself 
from concurring in some of the reductions which have been made on the estimated 
establishments, which will, I fear, prove the reverse of being true economy, if they 
have not more serious results. 

I cannot consistently with my duty to the Crown and the people of this Colony 
refrain from noticing important innovations on the part of the Legislative Assembly 
in connexion with these Estimates. I observe that the Legislative Assembly have 
added a sum of about $77,000.00 and various new offices to the Estimates submitted 
to them, thus (for the first time) usurping the functions of the Executive by originat- 
ing and increasing items of public expenditure and creating new offices. I cannot 
too distinctly and decidedly express my dissent from this course. The power of both 
initiating and voting Supplies for Salaries and Services cannot with safety be con- 
ceded to any single branch of the existing Legislature of this Colony. Such a con- 
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cession on my part would be a virtual Surrender of all that it is my duty to guard. 
Such a course is unknown to the Constitution of Great Britain, and is a violation 
of those important constitutional principles requiring a strict separation of the 
Legislative from Executive functions. 

I would have been glad to receive suggestions from the Assembly and to re- 
consider any case where there was an under-estimate for Salary or insufficient 
provision for a Service had such been offered to me, but the Action taken by the 
Assembly to increase these without reference to the Governor is altogether nuga- 
tory, in as much as it is my duty to prohibit public servants from receiving any 
grants of money or increases of Salary not initiated or authorised by the Governor. 
With the strongest desire consistent with my duty to meet the views of the Assembly, 
it is impossible for me to recognise their authority in matters purely administrative. 
The undivided responsibility of appointing and retaining fit and proper persons to 
fill the public offices of this Colony devolves upon the Governor, subject to the 
approval of Her Majesty, and it will therefore be my duty to make those appoint- 
ments for which I am wholly and individually responsible without reference to any 
indication as to those officers who are expected to fill the consolidated offices. 

I can see nothing but confusion likely to result from encroachments whether 
they proceed from the Executive or Legislative Branch of the Government. The 
present is a time when the utmost harmony of Action is required and this can only 
be attained by a strict observance of the line between the functions of the Legis- 
lature and those of the Executive Government. 


Police The provision made for an Inspector, one Sergeant, and five Police- 
men for the whole of this Colony with a mixed European and American population 
of eight thousand, and ten thousand Indians is a virtual abolition of the establish- 
ment for all effective purposes. I have induced the Superintendent and Inspector 
to retain their offices for the present on the insufficient Salaries voted for inferior 
offices deeming this course absolutely necessary for the public safety. 


Auditor. It is proposed to abolish the office of Auditor and that the duties 
be undertaken by the Clerk of the Legislature Assembly. I am unable to accede to 
this proposition. In doing so I should hand over to the Legislative Assembly, who 
are irresponsible, an important branch of the Executive for which I am responsible. 
The Auditor holds his Office under the Queen’s Warrant, and however competent it 
may be to the Assembly to disallow the very inadequate Salary attached to this 
Office of high trust, it is alike beyond the province of the Assembly or any other 
authority to deprive him of that office, or transfer it to another without Her 
Majesty’s concurrence. 


Unpaid Magistrates. The disallowance of the amount for contingent allow- 
ances under this head is an apparent economy which cannot be carried out. It can- 
not be expected that these Gentlemen can or will incur an actual outlay in addition 
to giving their time to the public service. I have now before me legitimate demands 
for actual outlay under this head which I have neither means nor authority to 
liquidate. 

Coroner. Finding it impossible for me to combine the office of Magistrate with 
that of “Head of Police” I have transferred the duties of Coroner to the paid 
Magistrate of Victoria without fees—thereby affecting a saving without impairing 
the efficiency of the public service. Coroners Fees and Medical Fees together have 
increased from the sum of $210. in the year 1862 to $946. in the year 1864, being 
the last year for which the Accounts are audited. 

Indian Police The reduction of the Police Force will involve that of the Indian 
Police which I contemplated to increase, with every prospect of Public Advantage 
—and the important settlement of Nanaimo with a population of about 800 exclu- 
sive of Indians will be left without a Peace officer of any kind. 

Private Secretary. The performance of the duties devolving upon the Private 
Secretary are essential to the efficient carrying on of the public business. 

Chief Justice. The disallowance of the unimportant sum of $750 inserted in 
the Estimates as part payment of passage money to His Honor the Chief Justice is 
an unusual course. 

I would point out in conclusion that much of the saving in the sums originally 
placed on the Estimates has been effected by reducing many items of indispensable 
expenditure, which neither I nor the Assembly can control. The sums asked for in 
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such cases were the result of careful calculation based upon the experience of pre- 
vious years, and there is but little doubt that the expenditure for the year, under 
such heads, will be actually what was placed on the Estimates and that therefore no 
real saving can be reckoned on.

Mr. Speaker appointed Messrs. Ash and Cochrane upon the Select Committee on 


Private Bills vice Messrs. Foster and Street who have resigned their Seats in 
this House and called over the names of the Committee thus “Messrs. Trimble, 
De Cosmos, Dennes, Ash, Cochrane.” 


On motion of Mr. Dennes, 2nded by Mr. Duncan, 


1. Leave granted to introduce “An Act for the relief of Prisoners in con- 
tempt.” 

2. Also to introduce “An Act for the better protection of parties dealing 
with persons liable to the Bankrupt Laws.” 

3. Also to introduce “An Act to facilitate the recovery of possession of 
tenements after the determination of the Tenancy.” 


A Message from His Excellency the Governor was then received and read (No. 10) 


enclosing Duplicate of a Despatch (No. 59, dated 12th Octr. 1865) from the 
Rt. Honble. The Secretary of State for the Colonies on the subject of “Re- 
imbursements for the cost of the erection of Lighthouses in Vancouver Island 
and of replacing Sums advanced from the Crown Revenues.” 

Ordered to lie on the table. 


The House then went into Committee of the whole upon His Excellency’s Com- 


munication “No. 8” (Record f. 366 [pp. 428-30 above]). 

Dr. Trimble in the Chair. 

The Chairman reported that the Committee having had under consideration 
His Excellency’s Communication (No. 8—1866) had Resolved That this 
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House having given its earnest consideration to His Excellency’s Message in 
reference to the action of the House on the Estimates is of opinion 


1. That no compensation should be given to those officials whose salaries 
have been abolished by the House; inasmuch as no person accepting office in 
a new country to which responsible Government may at any time be granted, 
could, from the very nature of things, expect that permanency should be a 
quality of any official Appointment. So far as the offices of “Registrar Gen- 
eral” and “Assessor” are concerned Bills are about to be introduced for their 
abolition. 


2. The House is ready to admit with His Excellency that party feeling 
sometimes runs high in small communities, but it is also of opinion that the 
same characteristic is to be found in large ones—in fact in all communities 
where freedom of opinion exists. At the present time however in Vancouver 
Island there is really, in connexion with the public expenditure, but one party, 
and that is the entire public who demand the utmost reduction in the Expenses 
of the Government. 


3. The fears entertained by His Excellency that the reduction in the public 
expenditure made by the Assembly will be detrimental to the public interest, 
are, in the opinion of this House, groundless, as such reductions were only 
made after due and careful consideration and in accordance with “the well 
understood wishes of the people.” 


4, His Excellency characterises the Action of the Assembly in claiming the 
power to originate and increase money grants as unconstitutional and usurping 
the powers of the Executive. The House is at a loss to know by what authority 
His Excellency disputes a right, and declares it to be unconstitutional, which 
has been asserted and maintained by the Imperial House of Commons and 
which has been exercised in the North American Colonies and in various 
other parts of Her Majesty’s Colonial possessions. 

Prior to the granting of responsible Government in Canada, Nova Scotia, 
and New Brunswick, the right to originate and increase money grants was 
maintained and exercised by the respective Assemblies, and was only con- 
ceded to the Executive by express enactment when the Colonies had received 
responsible Government. In the Bermudas, all Bills were required to be 
originated in the Assembly. The House in justice to the people and to its 
own self-respect, cannot allow its deliberate votes on money matters to be 
altered at will by the Executive, and in reviewing the manner in which various 
votes of last year were applied contrary to the express stipulations of the 
Assembly, the House feels called upon to assert its control of the General 
Revenues, and to maintain its right to originate and increase items of public 
expenditure. 

The House, and not the Executive, is responsible to the people and it would 
be a most dangerous abandonment of public right on its part to relinquish its 
authority over the public expenditure to an irresponsible branch of the Govern- 
ment. 


5. His Excellency states that the House has added to the estimates sent 
down by the Executive the sum of $77,000. The estimates transmitted to the 
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House amounted to $193,895; the total sum voted by the Assembly, including 
a loan of $45,500 for roads, is $202,063, or $8,168—not $77,000—added 
to the Executive’s estimates. His Excellency has therefore been unwittingly 
led into an error. The additions which the Assembly made were confirmed 
exclusively to necessary public works, which the Executive had not provided 
for in the estimates, and were also made necessary on the grounds that the 
Executive had not applied the appropriations of last session for the important 
institutions of public hospital and fire department as they were voted by the 
House, leaving, therefore, a large deficit to be made up by the Assembly. 

6. The Police estimate voted by the House is considered ample, inasmuch 
as it is contemplated, as His Excellency will perceive by the resolutions of the 
House, to make provision for municipal government in various parts of the 
Colony. A sum of $500 has been voted for constables in outlying districts, 
and it was deemed that the constable at Nanaimo should be paid out of this 
amount until the town of Nanaimo shall have been incorporated. 

7. With regard to the office of auditor the House cannot see on what 
grounds application was made to the Crown by His Excellency to have the 
office a Crown appointment, as the House last session refused to vote the 
Executive estimate of $1940 for “auditor,” and placed in its stead “$1200 for 
auditing the public accounts.” The House maintains its resolution of the 
present session respecting the Auditing of the public Accounts for 1866. 

8. The House would state in reference to the amalgamation of the office 
of coroner and Stipendiary Magistrate of Victoria that it has already decided 
against the amalgamation of such offices on constitutional grounds. The 
House does not recognize the right of His Excy. to remove the Coroner other 
than by the usual process required by English Law. 

9. The House feels with His Excellency that it is of the utmost importance 
in the present condition of the colony that the greatest harmony should prevail 
between the various departments of government, and it sincerely hopes that the 
reductions in the public expenditure made by the Assembly in the estimates, 
in accordance with public demands, will meet with his Excellency’s sanction. 

That the above Resolutions be transmitted to His Excellency The Governor 
with a respectful request that a return be furnished to this House of those 
officials who have been already discharged. 

Ord. “that report be received and read 1o.”

3rd _ In view of the above facts the House is of opinion that nothing short of 
immediate Union of Vancouver Island and British Columbia under a Con- 
stitution apportioning the Representation according to population and giving 
to the People’s Representatives control over the mode and amount of taxation 
and expenditure can stay the rapid decline of both countries and restore the 
confidence of the public. 

4th The House, in transmitting the above to H. M.s Principal Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, feeling deeply the injury which both Vancouver Island 
and British Columbia are sustaining from the present State of uncertainty and 
suspense on the question of Union, would respectfully ask for a reply by 
Telegraph as to the intentions of H. M.s Government with regard to the 
matter during the present Session of the Imperial Parliament.

Your Memorialists, the loyal Subjects of Her Majesty, the Members of the 
Legislative Assembly of Vancouver Island in Parliament assembled humbly beg to 
draw the attention of H. M.s Government to an Ordinance passed by the Governor 
and Legislative Council of British Columbia on the 15th day of Feby., 1865, 
Entitled “An Ordinance to amend the duties of Customs.” 

Your Memorialists would show that by the construction placed on that Ordi- 
nance in British Columbia it has been decided that Goods shipped from Vancouver 
Island are chargeable with higher duties than the same Goods shipped from any 
other Country; and this practice has been enforced since the passage of the 
Ordinance above referred to, to an extent almost amounting to a prohibition of 
trade with Vancouver Island. For example: a shipment of Goods arriving in British 
Columbia direct (say) from France invoiced at the Nett cost of £1000—or in other 
words the actual first cost of the Goods where purchased—is entered for duties at 
the nett cost aforesaid of £1000, and is charged with (say) 20 per ct. duty, as 
provided for by the Customs Regulations. The whole charge for duties, say 20 
per ct., on £1000, will therefore be £200. Now if these same Goods or an Invoice 
exactly similar in price and quality is shipped from Vancouver Island and landed in 
British Columbia the process for assessing the duties would be as follows: 

To the Nett Invoice Cost (say) in France, say £1000, is added 50 per Ct. or 
£500—making the Goods of the value of £1500, on which amount the duty of 20 
per Ct. is charged, making the duty payable £300. 

Thus; while the Shipment from France would be chargeable with duties 
amounting to £200, the Shipment from Vancouver Island would be chageable with 
£300, or an increase of 50 per Ct. (!!!!) on the amount of duties payable on 
precisely the same or similar invoices of Goods. 
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Your Memorialists, the Representatives of Vancouver Island, smarting under 
this mischievous Enactment, appeal against a practice which will inevitably over- 
throw the large and important British interests vested in this Colony. The 14th 
Paragraph of the Royal Instructions to the Governor of British Columbia 
expressly forbids the making of any law for imposing differential duties; yet, 
despite these instructions, the Ordinance referred to imposes really and virtually, 
tho’ perhaps not nominally, a most onerous differential duty, which is rigorously 
enforced by severe penalties to the great injury of Vancouver Island, and without 
any benefit to British Columbia; the commerce chiefly benefitted thereby being that 
of San Francisco, California. 

Your Memorialists, by this Petition desire to draw the attention of H.M.s 
Government to the real character and effect of the British Columbian “Ordinance 
to amend the Duties of Customs, 1865”, conflicting as it does with the previous 
policy of H. M. Govt. in relation to these Colonies; to expose its insidious character 
its partial, unjust and oppressive operation on the trade and condition of this 
Colony, its tendency to ruin British Commercial interests on this Coast; and to 
induce H. M.s Government to disallow the Clauses in that Ordinance which vir- 
tually impose differential duties on the trade of Vancouver Island with British 
Columbia. 


And Your Petitioners will ever pray—&c. &c. &c.

A Communication (No. 26, dated 19th June, 1866), from His Excellency the 
Governor, was read—acknowledging receipt of a Memorial from this House 
(15th June) to the Rt. Honble. the Secretary of State for the Colonies, and 
stating that His Excellency will transmit the said Memorial, by the earliest 
opportunity. 


On motion of Mr. McClure, seconded by Dr. Trimble, Ordered “that a Select 
Committee be appointed, with power to send for persons and papers, to 
enquire into the condition of the Police Department of Vancouver Island.”

By unanimous Resolution Mr. Speaker is ordered to telegraph the foregoing 
Resolutions because the Governor declines telegraphing them unless approved 
by the Honble. Legislative Council, five-eighths of whom are official Members.” 

The Chairman also reported that the Committee recommend that the follow- 
ing reply be sent to H. Excellency’s Communication “No. 24, 18th June, 
1866.” 
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The House begs respectfully to acknowledge receipt of His Excellency’s 
Despatch “No. 24 dated 18th June, 1866.” 


The House is surprised to find that His Excellency should have considered it 
expedient to lay the Resolutions (15th June) before the Honble. Legislative 
Council, instead of telegraphing them to their destination as desired by the House. 


The House is of opinion that the Resolutions should not have been sent to the 
Honble. Legislative Council, as the House only intended to express its own opinion 
(in advance of a Memorial upon the same subject) and requested the same to be 
sent by Telegraph, because, if sent by Steamer, the Imperial Parliament would have 
been prorogued before such Resolutions could have reached their destination. 


The House moreover considers that such Resolutions should not be sent to 
the Honble. Legislative Council, five-eighths of that Honble. Body being Officials. 
It is hardly right to ask official Members to give a decision upon a question materially 
affecting their own interests. 


The House deeming the Resolutions to be of the utmost importance at the 
present moment from the fact that the question of Union is under the consideration 
of H. M.s Govt. and that H. M.s Govt. is liable to be influenced by persons inimical 
to the best interests of Vancouver Island and British Columbia, as well as (tho’ 
perhaps unwittingly) to Imperial Interests has adopted the following Resolution 
which has been added to the Resolutions (15th June) and, along with those Resolu- 
tions—Ordered to be telegraphed to the Right Honble. The Secretary of State for 
the Colonies viz.: “By unanimous Resolution Mr. Speaker is ordered to telegraph 
the foregoing Resolutions, because the Governor declines telegraphing them unless 
approved by the Honble. Legislative Council, five-eighths of whom are Officials.” 


The House regrets that His Excellency’s determination should have compelled 
the adoption of this unusual course; but, at the same time feels convinced not only 
of the necessity but also of the propriety of the steps taken. 


Ordered “that report be received and read 1o.—the clauses in the above 
Resolutions having been taken up seriatim and agreed to unanimously.” 


On motion of Dr. Trimble, seconded by Mr. McClure, The Standing Orders 
of the House were suspended, & The Report of the Comtee. of the whole ous 
(above) was Read 20. and confirmed.

To THE QUEEN’S Most EXCELLENT MAJESTY, 


Most Gracious Sovereign: 


We, Your Majesty’s most dutiful and loyal subiects the Commons House of 
Assembly of Vancouver Island in Parliament assembled, in full assurance of Your 
Maiesty’s earnest desire to promote the welfare of your people, beg leave humbly 
to address ourselves to Your Majesty upon matters of the deepest interest to your 
faithful subjects in this Colony. 

We humbly represent that, desirous of reaching the foot of the Throne before 
the recess of Parliament, we transmitted by telegraph on the 20th June to Your 
Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for the Colonies, a few brief resolutions on 
the condition of this Colony, which His Excellency Governor Kennedy declined 
to transmit, unless approved by the Legislative Council, urging immediate union of 
Vancouver Island and British Columbia under a liberal Constitution, and we would 
now respectfully submit, for the consideration of Your Most Gracious Majesty, 
the following more detailed views on the same subject. 

We would, in the first place, state that both Vancouver Island and British 
Columbia are at present suffering grievously from a variety of evils, some of which 
are the inevitable results of circumstances incident to new Colonies; others arising 
from the continued separation of Vancouver Island and British Columbia, by which 
a system of legislation has been adopted in the Legislative Council of the latter 
colony hostile alike to Imperial and Vancouver Island interests; and others, again, 
flowing from the unnecessarily expensive and highly impracticable systems of 
government of both Colonies, which, while oppressing the people with an insup- 
portable burthen, have, at the same time, prevented the passage of liberal and 
necessary laws to promote the settlement and development of the country. The first 
of these evils are of such a nature, as will gradually effect their own cure, but the 
second and third are entirely under the control of Your Maiesty’s Government, 
and it is with the earnest hope that Your Most Gracious Majesty will be pleased 
to grant such relief as in Your Majesty’s judgment may be deemed expedient, that 
we humbly pray: 

1st—For immediate Legislative Union of Vancouver Island and British Colum- 
bia—countries which we believe were only placed temporarily under different Gov- 
ernments through Imperial expediency. The interests of the Island and the mainland 
have always been, and are, identical; not merely from the fact of these communities 
trading with each other and owning allegiance to the same authority, but also from 
their being dependent on each other in the most absolute sense. From 1858 
population and capital have been gradually centering in Vancouver Island, and it 
is from these two elements, principally, that the mineral resources of British 
Columbia have been and are being developed. It is from Wancouver Island, 
mainly, the capital flows that brings to light the hidden wealth of Cariboo and 
other gold-fields; it is from the same source the majority of the mining population 
of British Columbia, who reside in Vancouver Island the greater portion of the 
year, is obtained. It will thus be seen that Vancouver Island’s interest in the 
mainland is more than an ordinary interest, and that what affects the prosperity 
of the latter colony, whether it be the enormous expenses of its Government or 
the ill judged and unpopular character of its laws, acts in a corresponding degree 
on the former. How deep the interest in which British Columbia feels in Van- 
couver Island will be best ascertained by a perusal of the petition for Union for- 
warded some time ago by the Administrator of the Government of British 
Columbia to Your Majesty—signed, as it was, by all the principal merchants, 
manufacturers, miners, traders and farmers in the neighboring colony. 
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2nd. We would further state that while the combined population of both 
colonies, exclusive of Indians, who contribute in some degree to the Revenue, does 
not exceed 10,000 persons, the expenditure of the two Governments amounts, in 
the aggregate, to nearly £200,000 a year. It is scarcely necessary to point out to 
Your Majesty, the unparalleled and ruinous character of the taxation required to 
support such an outlay, and the absolute necessity for a form of Government that 
will bear more lightly on the inhabitants, and afford them more effective means to 
check extravagance. In British Columbia, as Your Majesty’s government is aware, 
the Government is carried on by a Legislative Council consisting of ten official, 
and five unofficial members. The system virtually stifles public sentiment, as, from 
causes which are inseparable from an overwhelming official influence in a Legis- 
lative Chamber in a young country, the usefulness as well as independence of the 
nonofficial members is seriously impaired. Salaries are raised and expenses 
incurred under such a state of things that could never be done under a more liberal 
and responsible form of Government. The Constitution of Vancouver Island is 
free from some of the evils which exist in the Constitution of the neighboring 
colony, but the unduly official and Nominative character of the Upper House has 
created serious dissatisfaction throughout the colony, the members acting in direct 
antagonism to the Assembly, and throwing out, session after session, measures 
which the public interest loudly and persistently demands. By such determined 
hostility to the Lower House, as this irresponsible body has evinced, and the 
refusal of the Governor to grant necessary information to the Assembly on 
matters affecting the vital interests of the colony, the welfare of the country has 
been deeply injured and the Legislative Assembly reduced almost to a nullity. We 
would, therefore, pray, that in uniting the two colonies Your Majesty’s Govern- 
ment will be graciously pleased to grant to the people such a Constitution, as will, 
while reserving to the Crown every prerogative consistent with representative Goy- 
ernment, enable them to control the manner and amount of the taxation and 
expenditure, and, if necessary, prevent the official element acting to the country’s 
detriment by hostility to the people and their representatives. As one portion of 
the great expenditure above stated, we would humbly represent that the salary 
of the Governor of British Columbia was raised by the Legislative Council of 
that colony, to Four Thousand Pounds a year, and one thousand per annum are 
allowed for travelling expenses. The salary of the Governor of Vancouver Island 
is Three Thousand Pounds. For each, at great expense, a house is maintained 
and each has a Private Secretary. With a view to laying down the ground work 
of economy in the Government of the country, we would respectfully submit for 
Your Majesty’s consideration the following Civil List, for the united colonies, an 
amount as great as with the present serious liabilities and the ever recurring need 
for internal improvements in both colonies, can, we believe for some years hence 
be afforded:

It would, however, be extremely difficult to construct and sustain an economical 
and useful Government, after the two colonies shall have been united, unless they 
shall be presided over by a Governor, not in any way interested in the continuance 
of a system which has grown up during the past years of improvidence and disregard 
of popular rights, possessed of large experience in the affairs of colonies enjoying 
Representative Institutions, and one whose cordial co-operation with the people’s 
representatives might be relied on; for it has been found impossible to effect any 
very perceptible retrenchment under existing circumstances. 

We would express our belief that, with Representative Institutions and an eco- 
nomical Government suited to their financial ability, the colonies will, after Union, 
advance in a steady and sure course of prosperity. Their progress would be greatly 
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promoted by the opening of communication from the Pacific to the fertile plains 
and auriferous streams of the Saskatchewan country east of the Rocky Mountains. 
This has already, to a considerable extent, been effected by governmental and private 
enterprise, and a further advance eastward will probably soon be made; but, as part 
of the projected highway between the Atlantic and Pacific, thus undertaking from its 
important bearing on Imperial interests, may yet claim aid from Your Maijesty’s 
Government. 

Another measure, which would greatly benefit the united colonies, is steam 
communication with Panama, and connection at that port with the West India 
Steamship Company’s line from England to Aspinwall. This we are informed will 
be furnished by the above named Company, provided they are guaranteed annually 
£20,000, or eight per cent on the amount of capital deemed necessary for the 
undertaking. 

Such a connection would greatly foster British interests, as well as British 
sentiment in this part of the world, besides paving the way for greater undertakings 
of the kind in future, having in view connection between Confederated British 
North America and the rich and populous countries on the Asiatic shores of the 
Pacific. 

Referring with pride to the great, and, for the small number of tax payers, 
unprecedented efforts heretobefore made by both colonies; in self-support and 
internal improvements, We profoundly regret that it will be out of our power to 
procure the vast advantage of the Steam Communication above mentioned, unless 
Your Most Gracious Majesty’s Government should be pleased to extend a helping 
hand to these young and struggling colonies, believing, as we do, that if it assumes 
one-half the expense, the Mother country will reap its full share of the benefit. 

Without connection with the Mother country by means of Mail Steamers, the 
progress of these Colonies is greatly retarded; and so deeply is this felt by the people, 
that large sums are now paid to a foreign steamboat company by each colony to 
keep up connection with California, although the compensating advantages arising 
from this outlay cannot be compared with those that would result from subsidizing 
a British line of steamers between Panama and these colonies. 

With faith in the mineral and other numerous resources of British Columbia 
and Vancouver Island, which are gradually being developed under great difficulties, 
and feeling the most unbounded confidence in the Maternal Solicitude of Your Most 
Gracious Majesty for the wellbeing of all your loyal subjects, we believe that the 
present appeal for such institutions and other reasonable aid as will conduce essen- 
tially to the welfare and happiness of the United Colonies, will not be made in vain. 

And we, Your Majesty’s loyal and devoted subjects, as in duty bound, will ever 
pray. 


Ordered “that report be received and read lo.” 


On motion of Dr. Trimble, 2nded by Dr. Tolmie, it was Ord. “that the 
Standing Orders of this House be suspended, in order to expedite the 2nd

The Address to the Throne was then read 20. and agreed to unanimously.

Settlement of the question; enclosing also a despatch dated 12 Sep. [Oct.]

A Communication “No. 33” dated “Victoria, 6th July, 1866” was read from His 
Excellency the Governor “directing the attention of the Legislative Assembly 
to certain facts having relation to the Finances of the Colony,” as follows. 


No. 33 Vancouver Island 
Government House, 
Victoria, 6th July, 1866. 


To the Honorable the Speaker and Members of the Legislative Assembly, 


Gentlemen: 


I have the honor to direct the attention of the Legislative Assembly to the 
following facts having relation to the finances of the Colony: 

The Legislature has now been more than seven months in session, and up to this 
late period of the year no legal provision has been made for the expenditure neces- 
sary to the carrying on of the Government, nor have the ways and means needful 
to meet such expenditure for the year 1866 been yet provided by the Legislature, 
though the Estimates were laid before the Assembly on the 20th December, 1865. 

The period of the year will shortly arrive when, according to the rules laid 
down for my guidance, Estimates of Revenue and Expenditure for the year 1867 
should be prepared and submitted to the Legislature for consideration. Meanwhile, 
the injury to the public credit of the Colony by the stoppage of payment of just 
debts of the Government at the Colonial Treasury continues unabated. The com- 
munication I addressed to the Assembly on the 1st of June, in which I enclosed a 
letter from the Bank of British North America declining to make further advances, 
and stated that I could not incur any further responsibility without the distinctly 
expressed authority of the Legislature, having as yet led to no practical result; 
and, as will be seen from the communication I had the honor to address to the House 
on the 2nd July, in which I called the attention of the House to the fact that two 
months’ arrears were then due to many public creditors, and in which I enclosed 
a copy of a letter from the Chief Justice in which His Honor indicated the probable 
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necessity of closing the Supreme Court for want of paid officers to conduct the busi- 
ness, further and more serious evils may be anticipated, which can only be averted 
by the prompt and judicious action of the Legislature. 

I cannot consent to bear any portion of the heavy responsibility I should incur 
by abstaining from again urging the paramount importance of relieving the Colony 
from its present unfortunate condition of discredit without delay. 

I would take this opportunity of recalling the attention of the Assembly to the 
various votes and resolutions relating to the expenditure of 1866, which, although 
come to by the Legislative Assembly on the 26th of January last, are yet without the 
force of law. 

The Assembly have refused to make provision for a Private Secretary, or for 
clerical assistance of any kind for the Governor, and have reduced the staff of the 
Colonial Secretary’s office to one clerk, who is also clerk of the Legislative Council. 
It follows, therefore, that when the Colonial Secretary and his clerk are in attendance 
on the Legislative Council (the session usually extending over the greater part of the 
year) the public offices are left without a public officer of any kind. 

Notwithstanding this state of things, voluminous returns are called for and 
numerous interrogatories are addressed to the Governor by the Assembly. 

The communications of the Governor to the Assembly, under these circum- 
stances, are necessarily much impeded, and, giving place to other important affairs, 
will probably, though not without much reluctance on my part, of necessity cease 
altogether unless by personal interview with the Honorable the Speaker. 

The Assembly have proposed to reduce the salary of the Treasurer by more 
than 40 per cent., a proceeding which, having regard alone to the circumstances 
under which that officer accepted public employment, I think cannot be regarded 
in any other light than as a breach of public faith. The Assembly have also expressed 
their intention of abstaining from making any provision for a clerk to the Treasurer, 
the consequences of which would be that, while the Treasurer is occupied with his 
duties in the Legislative Council, his office will of necessity be closed, both for the 
receipt of taxes and for the payment of public creditors. 

No provision appears to be intended for messenger or office cleaner for the 
offices of the Colonial Secretary, Treasurer, or Surveyor General, so that their offices 
will remain unswept, and, during winter, the fires unlit, unless those officers perform 
the services for themselves, or themselves defray the cost of them. 

Her Majesty’s Secretary of State has laid it down that, in view of the small 
salary voted for the Attorney General, he is entitled to the customary fees. But the 
Assembly have resolved that fees shall not be allowed to him, and have declined to 
provide salary for his clerk. It cannot be expected that this officer will not only 
prosecute Colonial criminals, gratis, but also at the same time forego his profes- 
sional opportunities of defending them for probably handsome remuneration. 


The Post-Office exists without any legal authority to frame regulations or collect 
revenue, and I must decline longer to incur the responsibility of recognizing a 
Department over which I have no legal control. The views of Her Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment on this subject may be gathered from the accompanying copy of a Despatch 
from Her Majesty’s Secretary of State for the Colonies. No. 74 30th Dec. 1865S. 


There is no provision made for the audit of the Public Accounts beyond a pro- 
posal to appoint the Clerk of the Legislative Assembly to the office of Auditor, to 
which, for sufficient reasons, I have declined to accede. I have, in a previous com- 
munication, assigned a cause for the delay in completing the audit of the accounts for 
the year 1865. A failure to make due provision for the continuance of this service 
would have the effect of allowing the public accounts to fall into a state of arrear and 
confusion, from which they could only eventually be extricated and adjusted by a 
much larger outlay. 

Although the Registrar General and Assessor are appointed under local statutes, 
by which their salaries are fixed and secured to them, the Assembly practically 
resolve to make no provision for the payment of their salaries, and their offices, as 
well as the offices and salaries of the Supreme Court, are left in a state of uncertainty 
and confusion. 

I think it due to the inhabitants of Nanaimo again to draw the attention of the 
Assembly to the insufficiency of sums proposed to be expended for the requirements 
of that remote and isolated District, which contains a population of about 800, 
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employed in steady industry; which is the resort of a large tonnage of shipping, and 
which furnishes the only Colonial export. The Revenue directly received from this 
District in 1865 amounted to no less than $5896, besides indirect contributions which 
cannot be accurately estimated; and the amount which the Legislative Assembly pro- 
pose for the carrying on of the whole of the public business of the District is the very 
inadequate sum of $800 for “Postmaster, Harbour Master, and Collector of Dues,” no 
provision whatever being made for the expenses of the administration of justice or 
for the protection of life and property. Meanwhile, the consequences of the pro- 
posed reduction have been highly detrimental. A town second only in importance 
to Victoria, has, by these measures been left without proper and sufficient magisterial 
and police supervision, resulting in the unchecked sale of ardent spirits to the 
aborigines and its consequent crimes of violence, and in unrestrained rioting. The 
depriving the harbour of that due attention from a Harbour Master which the numer- 
ous ships frequenting it have a right to expect in return for the dues charged against 
them, must injuriously affect the character of an important port. 

Insufficient provision for the superintendence and management of the Light- 
houses must result in their deterioration, and in an increase of the dangers of 
navigation. 

I enclose for the information of the Assembly the copy of a letter received 
from the contractors for provisioning these establishments, from which you will 
observe that the supplies will be stopped if the outstanding debt be not paid. 3rd 
July 1866, Hutchinson and Co. 

The failure to provide for the contingent and unavoidable expenses of unpaid 
Magistrates, will necessarily involve a restriction of the administration of justice. 

No charitable allowance is proposed to be made for the relief of destitution. It 
is obviously the duty of a community in which no laws exist for such a purpose, to 
make some provision for the relief of necessitous and afflicted persons beyond the 
uncertain charity of private individuals. 

The Naval Station of Esquimalt is to be left apparently without a single police- 
man or a lock-up, and I think the unreasonableness and impolicy of omitting these 
precautions are obvious in view of the large extent to which Her Majesty’s Navy 
contributes to the prosperity and revenue of the Colony. 

The amounts proposed to be voted for Stationery, Light, Fuel, and Printing, 
are wholly insufficient. The proposed appropriation of $250 for stationery for the 
year 1866, has already been exceeded, and I do not, under existing circumstances, 
feel justified in sanctioning a further outlay for supply without legal authority to do 
so. 


In addition to the foregoing, I would, before closing this communication, refer 
the Assembly generally to my communication dated February 2nd, 1866. 


In conclusion I would again earnestly impress upon the Legislative Assembly 
the paramount importance of finding a practical solution for difficulties fraught with 
evil to the Colony, and the prolongation of which will probably result in further 
public injuries which no future action of the Legislature could repair.

Sir: With reference to my Despatch No. 57, of the 11th of October 
last, transmitting copies of a correspondence with the Treasury and the 
Post Office, as far as it had then proceeded, on the regulation of the Post 
in Vancouver Island, I have the honor to enclose for your information 
the accompanying copy of a further communication from the Treasury. 


You will see that the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury feel that 
there would be great inconvenience in an interference with this subject 
by the Government at home, and I quite share this feeling. 


If the Legislature refuse to pass the laws necessary for establishing 
a postal system, it will be your duty to exert such authority as in the 
opinion of your law officers you legally possess to supply the want of 
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legislation. But if you should find that your lawful powers as Governor 
are not sufficient to prevent public inconvenience, it will be better that 
you should leave the community to suffer the consequences imposed 
upon them by the legislation or non-legislation of their representatives 
than that you should incur the responsibility of any proceedings which 
are not warranted by law.

The Resolutions were therefore confirmed & are as follows— 

The Legislative Assembly having had under consideration His Excellency’s 
Communication “No. 33 dated July 6th, 1866,” thanks His Excellency for 
the opportunity afforded it of stating the reasons for the course it has pursued 
during the present Session and of preventing erroneous inferences being drawn 
from the statements contained in that Communication. In order to do so the 
House has resolved— 

1. That it is advisable to show, very briefly, the faulty and impracticable 
nature of the constitution of the Government of this Colony, because from this 
source many of the evils complained of in His Excellency’s communication 
spring. 

2. That the Legislative Assembly consists of fifteen Members chosen by the 
Electors of Vancouver Island. 

3. That the Honble. Legislative Council is composed of eight Members, five 
of whom, viz.: the Chief Justice, the Colonial Secretary, the Treasurer, the 
(Acting) Attorney General, and the (Acting) Surveyor General are salaried 
officers of the Government, the remaining three being also appointees but 
not holding any salaried Office. The Governor for the time being and the 
same official Members who form the majority of the Honble. Legislative 
Council constitute also exclusively the Executive Council, not one of the 
Members of the Legislature Assembly having a place therein. It is evident 
consequently that (the Executive and Legislative Councils being in reality the 
same) the Honble. Legislative Council can prevent the passage of all mea- 
sures displeasing to the Executive, however necessary for the country they 
may be deemed by the Representatives of the People. 
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4. That such a Constitution virtually gives the Executive Supreme control, 
deprives the Representatives of the People of their due and legitimate power 
and, owing to its denying the usual bond of Union between the Legislative 
Assembly and the Executive and Legislative Councils so necessary to har- 
monious legislation, makes the Legislative Assembly an isolated detached and, 
as it were, a foreign body—and thus, instead of the system producing one 
harmonious whole it divides the Government into separate and dis-connected 
units. Owing to this peculiar and extra-ordinary character of the Government 
it appears that when any information is desired by the House it must be sought 
for and acquired by the tedious troublesome expensive and cumbrous system 
of applying therefor by letter and receiving written answers in return, much 
time being thereby lost, public business delayed, and the Session prolonged. 
Questions, too, frequently and suddenly arise to which it is of importance, 
as well to the Country as to the Executive, that answers should be immediately 
rendered, but the absence of any one capable of giving official information in 
the House makes this impossible and thus great complications ensue. It is 
considered unnecessary to bring forward any further instance showing the 
impracticable nature of the Government that being but too apparent. 


5. That this House did in An Address to Sir James Douglas, while he was 
Governor, point out some of the faults and anomalies of the system of Govern- 
ment and suggested, as a remedy, that Members should be chosen from the 
Legislative Assembly as well as from the Legislative Council and that they 
combined should form a Ministerial Council by which means the various 
isolated portions of the Government would be brought into actual communion 
and connexion without which harmonious action, so necessary to legislation, 
cannot be expected. Such a system would have suited the requirements of the 
Country, removed much unnecessary odium and responsibility from the 
Executive, and enabled it with the advice of the Ministerial Council to propose 
and carry measures desired by the People and suited to the condition of the 
country, while at the same time it would have afforded a means of supplying 
the Legislature with much information viva-voce and thus having saved 
expense trouble and delay. 

Sir James Douglas however was at that time upon the eve of retiring from 
Office, and he therefore left the subject for the consideration of his Successor 
Governor Kennedy who however up to this time has not acted upon the sug- 
gestion contained therein and the System of Government remains as imprac- 
ticable as ever. 


6. From such an anomalous and extraordinary system, comprised of two 
such incompatible and hostile forces as a representative and despotic power, 
each one for its very nature endeavouring to enforce its peculiar properties or 
struggling to defend them, nothing but discord can possible accrue until one 
or other yields. The one to yield must not be the Representative Power for 
it cannot, dare not, prove false to the interests of the people committed to its 
charge. 

If a Legislature thus composed should continue in Session not seven months 
but the whole year and yet effect nothing it will not occasion surprise; indeed 
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thus far nearly every Bill originated by this House has been either rejected by 
the Honble. Legislative Council or so much altered as to necessitate its 
rejection by its originators. That the Country should suffer in consequence 
needs no assertion. 


7. That this House did nevertheless, immediately after Christmas, take into 
consideration the “Estimates of Expenditure” sent down to this House on the 
20th Decr. 1865, and did, on the 31st day of January 1866, or five weeks 
after their receipt, forward to His Excellency the Governor by the hand of 
Mr. Speaker, a copy of the supplies granted for the service of the year, with 
the request that the Governor would govern the Expenditure thereby and 
carry out the suggestions of the Resolutions therein contained. 


Although therefore it may be technically correct that the Legislature has 
now been more than seven months in Session and up to this late period of the 
year no legal provision has been made for the expenditure necessary to carry- 
ing on the Government, still it is also true that the usual provision was made 
and the usual authority for its use given five months ago and acted upon by 
the Executive to an extent far below the retrenchment required by the House 
and demanded by the Country. 


8. That this House did likewise take into consideration the “Ways and 
Means” and found that the Estimates of the Income for the Year 1866 from 
existing sources as transmitted to this House by the Executive, and therefore 
accepted as correct, would more than cover the Expenditure authorised by the 
House for the ordinary purposes of Government. Thus, the observation of 
His Excellency the Governor “that the ‘Ways and Means’ needful to meet the 
expenditure for the year 1866 had not yet been provided by the Legislature 
though the Estimates were laid before the Assembly on the 20th Decr 1865” 
can hardly be considered to be “a fact”; moreover the subsequent embarrass- 
ment of the Government has been due not to the neglect of the Legislative 
Assembly, as insinuated, but to the erroneous calculations made by the Execu- 
tive of the income likely to be derived during the year, to the fact of the 
expenditure having been much greater than that authorised by the House, and 
that the Bank of British North America declined to advance any further sums 
to the Executive. 

This House indeed cannot understand indeed how it happens that at least 
eighty five thousand ($85,000) in cash have been expended during the first six 
months of the present year, and yet that many public officers should have large 
arrears due to them, as is stated in His Excellency’s Communication. 


9. That this House did likewise consider His Excellency’s Communications 
of the 1st of June, and 2nd July 1866 respectively, relating to the financial em- 
barrassments of the Government, and did on the 6th day of July, before it had 
received His Excellency’s Communication of the same date finally pass a Bill 
authorising the contracting of a Loan of Ninety thousand ($90,000. ) dollars 
for the purpose of relieving those persons to whom money was due and for the 
purpose of paying off the loan of Seventy five thousand ($75,000. ) dollars 
contracted by the Governor with the Bank of British North America. 
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That this Bill would have passed earlier but for the refusal of His Excellency 
to supply information relating to the Crown Revenues and that the House had 
to wait and wait in vain for detailed accounts of the Expenditure of 1865, 
notwithstanding it had been seven months in Session. It was only indeed that 
the credit of the Colony might not suffer that the House was induced to pass 
the Bill before the accounts had been examined. The House deems it to be 
its unquestionable privilege and duty to examine the accounts in order to learn 
that the moneys have been applied to the purposes for which they were 
intended—a refusal to grant which can only engender suspicion. Had the 
House occupied its due position in the Councils of His Excellency it would have 
been acquainted with these circumstances, injurious publicity would have been 
avoided, and the Executive would have been relieved of the “heavy responsi- 
bility” complained of by His Excellency. 

10. That this House having thus shown that the Executive was supplied five 
months ago with a copy of the Supplies granted and with the usual authority for 
the expenditure necessary for the ordinary purposes of Government and that 
it did pass measures calculated to relieve the anomalous embarrassment of the 
Government is also well aware that the items of the Estimates granted by the 
Committee of Supply have not yet been embodied in An Act. The House in 
retaining the Appropriation Bill until the end of the Session has only followed 
the usual constitutional course and that course has not been without benefit, for 
it has been discovered that the Income of the year will fall short of the amount 
estimated by the Executive by at least 20 per cent which, coupled with the 
fact of the financial Bills of this House having been rejected by the Legislative 
Council (a circumstance with which the Executive must have been fully 
acquainted and yet the House was not dissolved) has compelled the House to 
adopt the unusual course of reconsidering the Estimates of Expenditure, and 
has enabled the House to consider the items in His Excellency’s Communication 
in connection therewith. This course has caused a still greater prolongation 
of the Session and may occasion some delay in the preparation of the Estimates 
for the ensuing year; it is hoped however that that delay may be attended with 
benefit as well to the Executive as to the country at large. 


11. That this House would refer His Excellency to the condition of the Col- 
ony at the commencement of this Session for by that condition in a greater 
measure the proceedings of the House were governed, and changes were on 
that account introduced into the Estimates. 

The House however does not deem it necessary to dwell now at length upon 
the causes of that condition they having been embodied in an Address trans- 
mitted to Her Majesty, June 23rd 1866. 


12. That notwithstanding that condition the demands made by the Execu- 
tive for carrying on the ordinary duties of Government, as detailed in the 
Estimates transmitted to the House in December 1865, with a promise of a 
further supplemental Estimate, were as large as during Seasons of the greatest 
prosperity. 

13. The House, convinced that in the altered condition of the Colony such 
a large Establishment as that asked for was not only unnecessary but that the 
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charge therefor could not be borne by the small number of people in the 
Colony and that, if voted, it could not be paid, was compelled by a sense of 
paramount duty to reduce the expenditure to such an Amount as would enable 
the probable Revenue to meet the liabilities, endeavouring always not to im- 
pair the efficiency of the public service. With this object never lost sight of 
certain sums were disallowed as being unnecessary and certain offices amalga- 
mated so that the duties could be performed by one instead of two or more 
Officers—a scheme absolutely necessary, quite practicable, and only requiring 
a little willingness on the part of the Executive to enable it to be successfully 
carried out. 

Had the Representatives of the People had a voice in the preparation of the 
Estimates they would not have been sent down with so many objectionable 
parts and would not have required so many alterations; but as the House had 
not a voice in their preparation it could not do otherwise than alter and change 
them after they had been received, to suit the necessities of the times—for as 
it is the duty of this House to provide the “Ways and Means” it must likewise 
be its privilege to limit the Expenditure. 


14. That this House having again considered the Estimates of Expenditure 
is more than ever convinced of the correctness of its previous proceedings and 
now asserts unhesitatingly that the condition of the Colony, unimproved as it 
remains will not only not admit of any material increase of the sums originally 
voted, but actually demands a further reduction for the purpose of carrying 
on the ordinary routine of Government. Nay more, this House must seriously 
urge upon the Executive the absolute necessity for the most rigid economy, and 
for carrying out the desires of the Representatives of the People, otherwise the 
Colony will be run into debt, the responsibility of which the House will most 
assuredly not assume. 


During the last three months, four new Members have been elected who 
coincide fully with the views of this House—and this proves that the House 
but echoes the well understood wishes of the People. The House admits that 
in many instances the Salaries allowed are small, but at the same time the 
reductions have not been made from choice but from necessity. It is hoped 
that the reductions may be of a but temporary nature. It cannot however be 
too often re-iterated that the Colony not only does not require, but that it 
cannot afford to support so extensive and expensive an Establishment as here- 
tofore. To run into debt for services of an unproductive nature would be 
manifestly wrong. 


15. The House regrets that it cannot make any special provision for a Pri- 
vate Secretary but hopes that His Excellency will consent to bear a little incon- 
venience whilst the inhabitants of the Colony and the other Officers of the 
Government are suffering so much and endeavour to make the means allowed 
perform the necessary work. The Session it is hoped, being now nearly at an 
end, “voluminous returns” will neither be required, nor will “numerous 
interrogatories” be addressed to the Governor much longer—at the same time 
the House is of opinion that the position of Mr. Speaker will not admit of his 
being made the medium of communication of the Executive, and the House 
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cannot forego its right of obtaining written answers to their communications; 
written answers being required for the purpose of record. 


16. That the assertion that the session of the Legislature extends over the 
greater part of the year (the cause whereof has been hereinbefore shown) may 
be technically true, but it is equally true that neither branch of the Legislature, 
as a rule sits more than three times a week (the Legislative Council indeed sits 
much less frequently) and then only for two or three hours, and those hours 
generally afternoon. The injury to the public service alleged to result from 
the Heads of Departments attending the Legislative Council can therefore be 
easily remedied, either by their holding their meetings after office hours or 
leaving the legislation to be performed by the unofficial Members. It is 
certainly to be regretted that the Heads of Departments should also be Members 
of the irresponsible Legislative Council, but at the same time the House does 
not vote money for their Legislative services, or to enable them to reject its 
Bills, and therefore it is advisable that the salaried officers of the Government 
should primarily devote themselves to those duties, for the performance of 
which they receive salaries. The true remedy for this evil, as well as others 
complained of such as “voluminous records and written communications” 
will be found in a change of the Constitution of the Government. 


17. Treasurer. That the House respectfully denies the imputation that the 
reduction in the Treasurer’s Salary is a breach of faith on the part of the 
House, because that officers salary, was fixed and paid by Her Majesty’s 
Government for years out of the Crown Revenues. In fact it is only lately 
that the House as been compelled to sanction the payment of the salary of that 
officer out of the General Revenue. If any injustice has been committed the 
onus must rest with Her Majesty’s Government. 


18. Office Cleaning. The House believes it would be economical, useful, 
and convenient, to have the offices referred to transferred to the main Govern- 
ment building where there is plenty of room instead of each officer occupying 
separate and detached premises as at present. 


19. Acting Attorney General. The House adheres to the provision made 
for the Acting Attorney General. Her Majesty’s Government having laid 
down the principle that this Colony must not expect any assistance from Her 
Majesty’s Government towards defraying the ordinary expenses of its Govern- 
ment, will most assuredly in justice admit the necessity of allowing the Colony 
to regulate its own expenses. 


20. Post Office. The House does not consider it necessary to pass a Postal 
Bill on account of the probability of the immediate Union of the Colonies of 
British Columbia and Vancouver Island. 


21. Audit of Public Accounts. The House begs to call the attention of the 
Governor to the fact, that nearly two years ago its deliberate judgment was 
recorded against the appointment of an Auditor, notwithstanding which His 
Excellency nominated and caused Her Majesty’s Government to sanction the 
appointment of the Governors Private Secretary to that office. The House 
adheres to its original determination that the Clerk of the House of Assembly 
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should audit the public accounts. By this scheme not only will the [confusion] 
prophesied by his Excellency not occur but on the contrary much good will 
accrue and much annoyance and labor be avoided. The Clerk of the House, 
as the Agent of those who vote the Public money seems to be the proper 
person to be Auditor—while none could be more objectionable than a Gover- 
nors Private Secretary, who, having been acting as Colonial Secretary, is now 
in fact auditing his own accounts. 


22. Registrar General and Assessor. These Offices are not appointed under 
local statutes: the offices are created by Statute, but the incumbents have been 
appointed in the ordinary manner. The House when transmitting the Expendi- 
ture voted by the Committee of Supply, forwarded also Resolutions amal- 
gamating the office of Assessor with that of Acting Surveyor General and 
supplied a Clerk, but since that time the Acting Surveyor General has been 
considered to be more an Officer of the Crown, than of the Colony, because 
the lands still belong to the Crown, and therefore the House has now charged 
the Treasurer with the Assessors duties and has transferred the Clerk from the 
Land to the Treasury Office. 

The Registrar of Deeds, and Registrar of the Supreme Court were also 
amalgamated, and a Salary voted for the Incumbent—the House felt certain 
that these offices could be combined without at all impairing their efficiency. 
The House is now surprised to find that the services of the superfluous officers 
have not been dispensed with. 


23. Nanaimo. With regard to Nanaimo, the House finds that in the copy of 
the Estimates, transmitted to His Excellency a large amount about ($6000) 
will be found voted for local purposes at Nanaimo in addition “to the inade- 
quate sum of $800 for Postmaster, Harbour Master, and Collector of Dues” 
so that the insinuation that Nanaimo, which returns $5,894 to the Revenue 
only receives $800—is without foundation—indeed so far from that being the 
case, she actually receives the benefits of the Mail Steam Communication both 
local and from San Francisco, and the other advantages of the General Gov- 
ernment. It is true that the House struck out the Salary of a Stipendiary 
Magistrate believing the office and the expenditure to be alike unadvisable. 
Unpaid Justices of the Peace exist in his stead. The House has reason to 
believe that Nanaimo has not been without a Constable, and that the popula- 
tion is a well conducted one. Moreover the House has passed a Bill and 
made provision for the Chief Justice to hold “Sessions” at Nanaimo—and a 
Bill to give Justices of the Peace power to adjudicate in civil cases to a certain 
amount; so that Nanaimo has actually greater facilities for acquiring both Law 
and Justice than heretobefore, whilst the means for the protection of life and 
property are as great as ever. The House therefore cannot understand how 
the consequences of the proposed reduction have been highly detrimental. 
The law prohibiting the sale of liquor to Indians still remains upon the Statute 
Book, and the means of punishing the transgressor have not been diminished, 
but the House is of opinion that the law to prevent the sale of liquor to 
Indians is not only futile but injurious and incapable practically of being 
carried out. In theory of course it may be made to appear possible to prevent 
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the Indians obtaining intoxicating fluids, but when it is considered that the 
coast of Vancouver Island is at least six hundred miles in length, it will be seen 
that the prevention is practically impossible, even if the whole of the Revenues 
of the Colony were applied to the purpose—a course entirely out of the 
question. 

24. Light Houses. The House has voted all the supplies asked for for the 
maintenance of Light Houses, and cannot imagine that the withdrawal of a 
Salary of $500 from the Clerk of the Board of Lighthouse Commissioners who 
have only two Lighthouses near at hand to look after can possibly “increase 
the dangers of navigation.” 

25. Charitable Allowances. His Excellency the Governor is authorised by 
Her Majesty’s Government, to use portions of the Crown Revenues for Chari- 
table purposes. 

26. Naval Station at Esquimalt. The House is not unmindful of the benefits 
conferred upon the Colony, by the presence of Her Majesty’s Navy at Esquimalt 
Harbor. If a Constable be occasionally required an occasion probably rare, 
the Executive can detail a policeman for the purpose, and there is no need of 
voting one specially for the service; this remark applies also to Nanaimo and 
other places. His Excellency will find that the Estimates make provision for 
placing the Superintendent of Police and Gaol and keeping the accounts thereof 
upon the Stipendiary Magistrate of Victoria, a duty he formerly performed 
and can again perform. By this change those who now act as Clerk &c. will 
be disposable for Police duty, and thus the number of available men will be 
increased, and the efficiency of the service certainly not diminished. 


27. Stationery. The House regrets to find that the liberal sums voted for 
Stationery &c. have been so soon expended. A further sum has been placed 
upon the Estimates, and it is hoped that the strictest economy will be used in 
its Expenditure. 


28. The House is reluctantly compelled after much patience and forbear- 
ance, to declare that His Excellency Governor Kennedy is Acting in a hostile 
manner, to [the detriment of] the best interests of the Country. 

That he has declined, and does persistently decline to impart to the 
Assembly necessary information, on matters connected with the Public De- 
partments, and with the Expenditure of the Public money. 

That he obstructs the efforts of the Assembly, to reduce the expenses of 
Government, which are far beyond the capacity of the Inhabitants to bear. 

That he refuses to permit public officers to appear before a Select Commit- 
tee of the Assembly to give evidence as to the working and management of 
their Departments. 

That he endeavours, by unjustifiable statements to place the Assembly in a 
false and undignified position before Her Majesty’s Government. 

That His Excellency’s management of the Crown lands has been most 
injurious to the immigrant and aboriginal population of the Colony. 

In view of these facts, the House cannot in justice to itself, to the Colony, 
and to Imperial Interests refrain from expressing its utter want of confidence

in His Excellency Governor Kennedy, and his official advisers, and the 
absolute necessity there is for their removal, believing that so long as the 
present Administration lasts the Colony will continue to suffer, by the gradual 
exodus of its population, and Imperial interests will continue to be affected in 
an injurious manner by the prejudice which the present Government has 
created against British Institutions in the North Pacific. 

Ordered that duplicate copies of His Excellency’s Message, with the reply 
of the House thereto, be transmitted to the Governor with a respectful request, 
that His Excellency, will be pleased to cause, one of those duplicate copies to 
be sent with as little delay as possible to Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary of 
State for the Colonies; and that the Honble. The Speaker do transmit a copy 
of these Resolutions with the Despatch of His Excellency to which they refer 
to Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for the Colonies. 

In reply to the Honble. Member for Salt Spring Island and Chemainus (Mr. 
Pidwell) who rose to a question of Privilege Mr. Speaker stated “that the 
subject of the Resolution proposed in the amendment of the Honble. Member 
for Saanich (Mr. Cochrane) to Para 7, Clause 28—of the above Resolutions 
was precluded by the Standing Orders of this House from being brought up 
again in its present form during the present Session. It was competent how- 
ever for the Honble. Member to re-introduce the subject in another form, 
viz.: by Address to the Crown.” 

On motion of Mr. De Cosmos, seconded by Mr. McClure, “That the Standing 
Orders of this House be suspended in order to allow a motion to be put as to 
whether the House will take up the question again during this Session as to 
whether the House will (or will not) recommend that Sir James Douglas 
K. C. B. be re-appointed Governor of this Colony.” 

Mr. Speaker ruled “that the motion was out of order.”

sentative Government from Vancouver Island this House is reluctantly com- 
pelled to rescind those portions of such Resolutions above mentioned as might 
lead H. M.’s Govt. to believe that this House, although still desirous of a 
Union with British Columbia is willing to relinquish Representative Govt. 
for any advantage that might accrue from such Union, and this House 
expresses its adhesion to the series of Resolutions on the state of the Colony 
passed by this House on 21st June, 1866, and transmitted to Her Majesty.” 

That His Excellency Governor Kennedy be respectfully requested to trans- 
mit the foregoing to Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for the Colonies 
without delay.

That this Council has unanimously agreed to the grant to the Crown of the 
Sum of $248,963.32 for the public service of the Colony for the Year 1866, but this 
Council has been compelled to reject the Schedule accompanying the Bill in which 
such grant was made by the Legislative Assembly in as much as that Schedule con- 
tained numerous tacks or Clauses wholly foreign to the principle and purport of the 
Bill to which it was attached and of which it purported to form a part and in par- 
ticular reproduces one measure which this Council had already this Session 
rejected.78 

That while this Council does not desire to interpose between the Crown and the 
Legislative Assembly in matters of Supply and is prepared by its vote to confirm and 
support any constitutional application of public moneys towards the various and 
necessary objects of the public service; yet at the same time it feels bound to record 
its deliberate opinion that any attempt on the part of the Legislative Assembly to 
coerce the action of the Legislative Council by annexing to “Supply Bills” matters 
foreign to their expressed object and purport is both irregular and unconstitutional, 
and calculated seriously to embarass public affairs and to impede the progress and 
prosperity of the Colony. 


Resolved—That the Supply Bill be sent back to the Legislative Assembly with 
a copy of the foregoing Resolution.

Resolved, That the House in reply to the Resolutions of the hon. Legislative 
Council, dated August 30, 1866, is of the following opinion: 

1. That the Legislative Council does not possess any constitutional right to 
originate, amend or alter a bill granting a supply to the Crown, or to alter, 
amend, or strike out the schedule of any such bill or any part thereof, or even 
to suggest to this House a desire to amend, alter, or strike out any part of a 
Bill granting a supply to the Crown, or even to correct any portion of such Bill, 
unless the same is clearly a clerical error contrary to the resolutions of this 
House in Supply, or even to return such a bill to this House except when 
assented to by the Council. 

2. That this House recognizes no right or privilege whatever, in the Hon. 
Legislative Council, respecting a bill in which this House grants a supply to the 
Crown, except the constitutional right to reject or assent to such bill. 

3. That this House possesses the sole and exclusive right to grant supplies 
to the Crown, and in every Bill of Supply to limit the time for which such 
grant shall be made, to name the amount of money to be expended for each 
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and every service chargeable on the general revenue, and to attach such condi- 
tions to every such grant as in the judgment of this House is right, proper, and 
for the public good. 

4. That the hon. Legislative Council, in striking out the Schedule to the Bill 
of Supply for 1866, with the intention of leaving the total grant for 1866, viz.: 
the sum of $248,963.32, to be expended at the discretion of the Executive 
independently of the wishes of this House; and in twice returning such Bill 
so amended to this House (without the Schedule) has exceeded its lawful 
authority, has violated the undoubted privileges of this House, has endangered 
the liberties of the people and of this House, and has interposed an unlawful 
authority between this House and the Crown, thereby retarding the best inter- 
ests of the country by preventing this House from granting a Supply to the 
Crown for the current year. 

5. That this House denies that the Schedule to the Bill of Supply contains 
any “tacks,” “clauses” or provisions “foreign to the principle and purport” of 
the said Bill, or anything that this House had not a lawful and undoubted right 
to attach thereto. 

6. That if any one measure is reproduced in the schedule which the Legis- 
lative Council has rejected this session, this House is not aware of it; but even 
if such one measure so rejected has been reproduced, and if such one measure 
is a condition attaching to the duties of any public officer paid out of the 
general revenue, this House maintains that it had and has an undoubted right 
to attach such a condition thereto. That even if such condition or “one 
measure” were attached unconstitutionally to the Supply Bill (which this 
House denies) the only authority that the hon. Legislative Council could 
constitutionally exercise, would be the right to assent to or reject the Bill as 
a whole; but it possesses no authority to attempt to amend a Bill of Supply 
for any such cause. 

7. That this House deliberately, and unequivocally declares that it has not 
made “‘any attempt” whatever “to coerce the action of the Legislative Council” 
by inserting anything whatever in the Supply Bill or in the Schedule thereto. 
That whatever provisions there may be in the body of the Bill of Supply or in 
the Schedule thereto, have been made in the exercise of the undoubted right of 
this House to grant a Supply to the Crown, subject to such limitations as in the 
judgment of this House are best calculated to guard against an undue expendi- 
ture of the general revenue, and at the same time to “promote the progress 
and prosperity of the Colony.” 

Resolved, That the above Resolutions be transmitted to the Legislative 
Council. 

The above Resolutions were then taken up seriatim.

sufficient time had not elapsed previous to the close of the year to enable the whole amount of 
the taxes to be collected.

REMARKS. 


(a) The late Governor Sir James Douglas did not draw salary during this year. 

(b) Half salary was only paid to the Acting Colonial Secretary. 

(c) A vacancy occurred in the Treasury for a short time. 

(d) The Surveyor General drew full salary at the rate of £500 per annum up to 3lst 
August, 1863. Mr. Pearse has drawn half salary -as Acting Surveyor General from 4th 
October to 31st December, 1863, under the late’ Governor’s authority. The vote for a 
magazine keeper was unexpended, no magazine having been built. 

(e) 66 cents overpaid has since been refunded. 

(f) Extra assistance, over the sum voted, was required for the delivery, &c., of letters upon 
the arrival and departure of the mails. 

(g) The Registrarship of the Supreme Court was vacant for some time, and one month’s 
salary due to the Clerk of Writs undrawn in 1863. 

(h) $1134 was overpaid to the Attorney General for the month of October, and was 
refunded to the Treasury on December 31st, and carried to Miscellaneous Receipts. 

(i) The total sum voted for occasional assistance was not required. 

(j) Nanaimo District did not expend the whole amount voted. 

(k) $162 33 arrears of salary was due to Mr. Pemberton at the close of the year, has since 
been paid in 1864. This leaves a sum still unexpended, which was not required. 

(1) $121 25 arrears of salary for 1862. 

(m) $121 18 ditto. 
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(n) $1212 50 arrears of salary paid to clerk in 1860 and 1861, not brought to account 
previously. 

(o) This excess was principally caused by the accounts of the House of Assembly for the 
years 1860 and 1861, not having been passed through the Treasury before. 

(p) No expenditure was incurred for raising revenue by Stamps. 

(g) A sum of $1809 19 was paid for the arrest and conviction of Indians who had murdered 
several people at the outlying settlements. 

(r) This increase was chiefily for medical attendance, &c., to the Police Departments. 

(s) Overpayment caused for rent of Court Room and Gaol, Nanaimo. 

(t) A sum of $4105 was paid over and above the amount of $5000 voted for the Con- 
veyance of Mails to and from San Francisco. 

(u) A sum of $87,300 was voted for the Improvement of Victoria Harbor, the greater 
part of which was payable in England. 

(v) $921 fell due in 1863 on a contract finished in 1862 for Victoria Streets; also $1317 56 
was spent on various roads, &c., which was afterwards repaid to the Government, vide Re- 
mark upon Revenue, “Reimbursements in Aid,” and further sums than voted were required 
to complete certain portions of the Saanich and Cadboro Bay Roads. 

(w) The following sums were not expended:—$9700 for Indian Claims at Cowichan. 

$1000 for formation of a Library for the House of Assembly. 

$947 84 for expenses of Small Pox Hospital. 

$1680 88 in Aid of Immigration. 

$954 06 on account of Surveys and Explorations. 

$495 75 for Indian Services, and 

$339 50 was paid for the passages of certain adults afterwards repaid into the Treasury. 

(x) The Debentures issued under the Temporary Loan Act were redeemed earlier than 
anticipated, a less amount of interest had accordingly to be paid. A sum of $11,640 was 
remitted to the Crown Agents, for payment of interest due on the Vancouver Island Road 
and Harbor Loan, and charged to them as advances. 

(y) The sum of $7217 was remitted to the Crown Agents to meet this, and charged to 
them as advances. 

(z) Taxes, &c., over assessed, and paid into the Treasury were afterwards refunded. 

(1) The half of this amount due by the Colony of British Columbia, has been paid in 1864. 

(2) Deposits, etc., repaid by Judge’s order.
